Tioga of tne Union line at 7:35 o’clock last 
night killed seventeen men and injured 
eight.

The Tioga reached port from Buffalo at 5:30 
o’clock Thursday evening and made fast at 
the east dock just south of Randolph street 
bridge. People passing over the bridge 
stopped to admire, as they always do, the 
great black hull stretching over 300 feet 
along the water, side and to watch the stream 
of perspiring stevedores rushing over the 
planks with the great boat's cargo. 

The stevedores were a jolly lot of fellows— 
big strapping Tennessee negroes most of 


~ them—and they sang over their work. Their 


chants were floating over the water when 
the roar of the explosion came to drown the 
melody forever. Some one had dropped a 
match oracigar into the pile of kerosene 
barrels, or some one upset a lantern, or spon- 
taneous combustion ignited the oil. Which 
it was will not be told, for the poor chaps 
who possibly knew lie dead and mangied at 
the morgue. 
In the Midst of Death, 
From aft the engine-room came a muffled 


roar which the heavy iron of the hull partly 


stifled. Then a sheet of fire leaped up and 
showed a tangie of timber and iron in the 
air. 

The skylight of the engine-room was fifty 
feet above the river. A piece of timber as 
big as a crowbar dropped into Randolph 
Street, near Franklin, and people on the 
bridge saw through a blinding shower of 
lass two men fly over the side of the boat 
into tne river. 

The explosion could be heard all over the 
South Side. Over on Clark street it sounded 
like the popping of a manhole near by. Its 
force was felt even where the sound did not 
reach. Glass fell out on the North Side, and 
the windows near the docks shivered and 
dropped to the sidewalks like ‘spray. All 
along Randolph and Washington streets, 
East and West, the pavement was frosted 
with the glass. Signs tumbled ana 
chimneys were shattered. Pellets of iron 
dike the shot trom a Gatling gun pelted an un- 
finished building across the river and scarred 
it from top to bottom. Tue corrugated iron 
front of the warehouse beside the boat was 


chopped into sheets which hung from we 
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red edge of the roof. A shower of 
8 across Randolph street bridge like 
a heavy sand-storm on one of the Western 
and bits of wood from the wreck hit 
blocks away. 
Appearance of the Craft. 
fury of the explosion was shown in all 
ways, but the best proof of its dreadful 
4 ty was to be seen on the boat itself. 
When the first note of the detonation was 
55 the fortunate men aboard the 
who were at a safe distance 
Hold No. 5, where the damage was 
tumbled over the boat’s side, and tore 
the neighboring streets. In a few 
the city fire engines were galloping 
Market street and the fire boats were 
in alongside the ing sbip.

the upper deck was gone and the lower deck 
was piled up in splinters. The thick sheatu- 
ing had been ripped off like damp wall pa- 
per und all the other woodwork and cargo 
was in a tangled mass in the hold, pled up 
above the dead men. 
The scenes from the time the fire was put 
out till midnight were ghastly. The firemen 
worked by lantern light, cutting their way 
through the tangie with hooks and axes. 
The odor of burning flesh reached them 
when they appro:ched the place where the 
lower deck had been. Here was where the 
“tween decks” men were working. Pres- 
ently a voice was heard from the darkness. 

„Here's one.“ 

Recovering the Bodies. 

The firemen dragged a pile of débris aside 
and disclosed an object that was to be dis- 
tinguished from the burned wood around it 


oniy by its form. The men with the lanterns’ 


gathered around ana lifting the unsightly 
object carried it to the gangway. Then the 
search was resumed. Little was said during 
it. The groups on deck and tne stirring 
figures in the hold were equally silent, and 
the only sound that could be heard most of 
a time was the chopping of the axes in the 
old. 

As fast as the bodies were discovered they 
were shoyed out on the platform of the 
warehouse and carted away to Klaner's 
morgue, Tue crowds on the street were im- 
mense. 

People flocked from every point as soon as 
word got out of the nature of the explo- 
sion. and although they could see nothing 
except the lights moving like tireflies in the 
dark hold, they lingered for hours. There 
were no harassing scenes except those con- 
nected with the actual search. The men 
who were killed were almost unknown. 
Many of their homes were in other towns, 
and no wives or mothers came to claim the 
bodies. Their only friends were the men 
who had worked with them, and these gath- 
ered in groups in the warehouse and talked 
over the explosion. 

The head stevedore, John Neill, was a 
favorite of everybody, and his men were 
deeply affected when they heard that he was 
one of the dead. 

The search was kept up till the amount of 
water in the hold stopped it. The boat’s stern 
sank six feet and was aground; the water 
was pouring through me dead-lights. 

After the firemen deserted it the boat 
looked like a wreck at sea, with its smoke- 
stack caved in, its deck crushed, and its 
mizzenmast gone, no one knows where, 
biown out by the explosion. 

The officers of the line have promised to 
take care of the families of the dead and 
wounded, 


TAKING THE DEAD FROM THE HOLD, 


Horrible Scenes as the Firemen Recovered 
the Bodies from the Debris. 

As soon as the flames were brought under 
control a dozen firemen with axes and 
lanterns jumped into the ruins and began 
the search for the dead. The glimmer of the 
lights showed a mass of twisted 
iron and charred beams from beneath 
which rose a steamy vapor and 
the stench of burnt flesh. From 
beneath a heavy timber an arm was reach- 
ing upward as if imploring aid. The flesh 
had fallen from the finger tips, and at the 
elbow the bone showed glistening. The um- 
ber was pried off, a heavy box that pinioned 
the lower limbs was thrown aside, and there 
lay revealed the body of anegro fully 6 feet in 
height. The flesh had been burned off entirely 
from one side of the face and both lips had 
fallen away. The arms were stretched wide 
apart and extended atfulllength. The body 
was placed upon a stretcher and borne 
through the narrow space between the en- 
gine-house and the rail to the forward deck. 
There a group of the employés of the vessel 
leaned over the body and tried to trace a 
familiar feature, but the are had almost de- 
stroyed the semblance of humanity and the 
body was covered and borne to the morgue. 

It was some little time before the search 
revealed another victim. Finally a fireman 
caught tne pick of his ax in a bundle of 
charred clothing, and the lilting of a piece 
of the deck that had fallen into the hold dis- 
closed another body. It was that of a negro, 
apparently burned beyond all possible recog- 
nition. The arms were open and exvended, 
as in the case of the other. One of the arms 
had dropped off at the elbow and the upper 
joint was protruding. The flesh from both 
feet was burned away, revealing the bones, 


had been eaten by the flames. 

Three other bodies were found, all of them 
covered by pacts of the cargo and pieces of 
the deck and inner timbers of the vessel. 
These were burned and mutilated like the 
first two. The sight was an awful one, and 
men shuddered when realizing the awful 
agony endured by those, if any, who survived 
the first shock of the explosion and were pin- 
ned down to the torturing death by fire. As 
the officers bore the stretchers forward the as- 
sembled crowd uncovered and remained 
silent when the biankets were removed so 
that a giimpse might be caught of the dis- 
torted features. 

J don’t know him,” was repeated by a 
warehouse employé6 who had been familiar 
with the faces of the victims when living as 
each head was disclosed to his gaze. Then 
the lights movea again, and the bodies were 
one by one lifted over the side and lowered 
carefully down tbe inclined ladder to be 
borne to the waiting patrol wagons. 

When_the fifth body had been taken out 
further progress of the search was stopped 
by the great depth of water in the hold. 


HOW TWO LIVES WERE SAVED. 


Geod Work by Bridgetender Peter Gaynor 
—His Experience. 

Bridgetender Peter Gaynor of the 
Randolph street bridge by his coolness and 
prompt assistance saved two persons who 
had been thrown into the river by the explo- 
sion. He also gives A vivid 
description of the scene just after the 
moment of the fateful accident. During the 
previous half nour he had been pretty busy 
opening the bridge for fleets of boats of all 
descriptions, and had been resting about 
seven minutes at the corner of the bridge 
shanty. Near him, sitting down, were Harbor- 
master Kelly and a man named Thomas 
Cannon. When the explosion occurred 
Kelly ana Cannon were lifted from 
their chairs and buried some dis. 
tance to tne ground. The shock 
Staggered Gaynor, but turning quickly 
around he saw a sight which for a moment 
appalled him. Steam and smoke and flying 
missiles hid the Tioga from his view, but in 
the air he saw countiess pieces of splinters, 
barrel-staves, and pieces of wreck. 

Amidst the flying débris he saw the figure 
of aman up as high, he is sure, as the top of 
the smokestack, with legs and arms 
writhing in the air. Horrified, he 
stood and gazed, but only for a 
moment. The nextinstant he was on the 
bridge, and as he saw the man fall into the 
water he shouted to one of i his

Another Ory for Help. 


No sconer had they drawn him into the | 


boat tnan the cries of another sufferer in the 
river demanded their aid, and they quickly 
dragged aboard a colored man named Pompey 
Smith. This latter victim had been blown 
through the after gangway and carried 
half-way across tne stream by the 
force of the explosion. But, strange 
to say, he was not badly hurt—at 
least so it appeared to Mr. Gaynor. There 
were some bruises on his body, and his 
clothing was somewhat torn, but he made no 
complaint of being seriously injured. 

Chaffee was ina pitiable condition when 
taken into the boat, but bravely tried to keep 
from complaining. Blood flowed down 
his face from a gash in tue 
forehead, his clothes were partly 
biown off and the rest were almost in shreds, 
while the steam seemed to have parboiled 
portions of his flesh. The skin on 
his arms, Mr. Gaynor says, had peeled 
off and depended in sickening 
and ghastly lengths from his wrists. The 
two men were rowed across tae river, placed 
in a patrol wagon, and taken to the County 
Hospital. 


When the explosion occurred there was 
no street-car or other vehicle on the Randolph 
street bridge, one of the bridge hands says, 
and but one or two foot-passengers. 
Engineer Kennedy was in the  bridge- 
house atop, attending to his engine at the 
time of the explosion. His back was turned 
to the Tioga, which was moored about 
seventy-five feet south of the bridge, 
but he felt the shock of the 
explosion, and the structure shook and trem- 
bied beyeath his feet. He thougnt of dyua- 
mite bombs and other expiosives, buton turn- 
ing round beheld at once the cause and the sad 
effect of the shock which startled him. But 
the bridge, though shaken and swayed, was 
Uninjured. Pieces of planks by the score 
were hurled on the bridge and beyond it, but 
no harm was done to any one or anything in 
their flight. 


. FIGHTING THE FURIOUS FLAMES, 


The Geyser and Engines on Either Side— 
Saving the Bodies from Fire. 

The work of fighting the fire was exciting 
and hazardous in the extreme. One 
hundred barreis of refined oil lay in 
tne stern of tne boat, and 
as the fiames slowly made their way toward 
them it looked as if there would be a second 
explosion of even greater torce than the 
first. Had this happened the loss of 
life would have deen trebled. as 
there were nearly 200 persons in the 
immediate vicinity watching the flames, all 
of them close enough to have been injured. 
Few of them were aware of the danger. 

Ynere were explosions of the oil, but they 
occurred after the flames had eaten through 
the barrel staves. As there was no re- 
sistance, these explosions amounted 
to little, save adding to the 
flames. Aseach new barrel of oil ignited 
there was an increased volume of flame, ana 
the greater the amount of water thrown 
upon it the higher and fiercer the flames ap- 
peared to burn. 


The hold of the vessel was brilliantly 11- 
luminated by the burning oil, and through 
tue flames could be seen the bodies of the 
unfortunate men who had been imprisoned 
there. It was a horrible spectacle. One man 
lay with his head resting on his right arm, 
his hands clasping the edge of a barrel. A 
bright, bluish flame played back and forth 
just over him, as if afraid to descend. Be- 
coming bolder it approached a little closer, 
and then gathering courage it reached down 
and singed his hair. Still meeting with no 
repulse, it licked his face and then enveloped 
his whole body. As the firemen and spec- 
tators turned away their eyes the flame was 
blotted out, and when they looked again 
the spot was in inky darkness. 

Keeping the Flames from the Dead. 

By this time the hoid of the vessel was 
rapidly filling with water, and, as the flames 
were driven from side to side, the bodies of 
otners of the victims could be distinctly seen. 

fhe firemen used the streams of water for 
a double purpose. They not only directed 
them against the flames, but used them in 
washing the bodies out of the reach of the 
fire. It was not possible to save life under 
the circumstances, but there was a chance 
to prevent absolute incineration and save 
the remains for identification. Atone time 
there were seven bodiesin a group and ap- 
parently out of reach of the flames, 
but the explosion of a new barrel near them 
sent the flames out and around them. Again 
the firemen washed them to the other side 
of the vessel, and again an explosion 
necessitated their being washed back. It 
was thus for an hour and more, and in the 
meantime the vessel was gradually sinking. 
It was seen that che fire could not 
be extinguished until every barrel in the 
hold was submerged, and it mattered 
little whether this was accomplished by the 
actual sinking of the boat and the inpour of 
river water or by the volumes of water 
poured in from the twenty-one leads 
of hose. The -fire-boat Geyser lay in 
the river alongside tbe Tioga, and its ten 
streams of water were directed not only 
against the fire but in washing the dead bod- 
ies of the men out of reach of the flames. The 
eleven streams from the fire-engines were 
used in the same way. The men on the Gey- 
ser worked on the west side of the burning 
vessel and the engine and truck men on the 
east. The good results of this division were 
seen not only in the confinement 
ot the fire to the hold of the vessel, but in 
the partial preseryawon of the dead bodies 
from the flames. 

The fire was peculiar in many respects. 
At one moment it appeared only 
on the surface of the water in the vessel, 
and again leaping from rafter torafter in the 
wreck, then, apparently, it a solid sheet of 
flame, without fuel to feed upon, and poised 
in the air several feet above the pile of 
débris lying in the hold. 

The last vestige of flame disappeared at 9 
o’clock, or just one hour and a half after the 
explosion. Within a few minutes the fre- 
men were at work removing dead 
bodies. The first one reached lay 
about six feet in front of 
the boiler, or rather that portion of it which 
had not been submerged. 


THE BORSORS AT THE MORGUE 


Bodies Distorted and Charred and Almost 
Unrecognizablie—The Identification.

A TALK WITH THE VESSEL’S MASTER. 


Capt, Phelps’s Opinion as te the Cause of 
the Wreck. 

“T had left the boat about four minutes be- 
for; the explosion occurred,” said Capt. 
Austin A. Puelps. A friend of mine bad 
taken supper with me. After supper we sat 
down in the cabin. We found the cabin too 
hot, and taking our chairs started along the 
dock for a cooler place. We walked around 
on Market street and had no more than placed 
our chairs when the shock occurred. I did 
not see the explosion. The boat was ablaze 
when I got back. 

“Tne boilers and engines are probably all 
right,“ added the Captain. “If the boilers 
had exploded you wouldn’t see the main 
deck around the engine as solid as it is. 
There , must thave been some combusti- 
bie stuff in hold No. 5 that ignited. So far as 
I can see there was nobody to blame, 

“There is no chance of the cargo getting 
wet. The only loss on freight will:be what 
Was destroyed by the fire. It is really a 
matter ot indifference whether the cargo got 
wet or not. The loss of life is the bad part 
of it. But even if the water does 
get into the hold it can’t -hurt the 
greater part of the cargo. There is 
an iron bulkhead just forward of the engine 
that shuts off the water. It may leak a lit- 
tle, but I will have a pump here to keep down 
the water in that case. I think the hull is 
allright, or the vessel would have sunk be- 
fore this.“ : 

The Captain said this before the stern of 
the boat had sunk and touche bottom. 

“ We cleared from Buffalo July 7 ut noon, 
and arrived in Chicago Thursday at 5:80 p. 
m. by way of Milwaukee, said the Captain. 
“All the crew are accounted for except 
three. 

As to the number of stevedores missing 
Ican’t give any exact figures. There must 
have been from twelve to fifteen tween 
decks—eight of them down in the hold and 
five to seven around the hatch hoisting the 
freight or running trucks. There were about 
100 men working on the boat altogether. We 
were discharging @ cargo of general mer 
chandise. There were 200 barrels of oil in 
hold No. 5. f 

„Two of the men who were killed were 
new men 1 had shipped at Buffalo in place of 
two of the old crew who had become sick.

EXPERIENCES OF THE SHIP'S CREW. 


Description of the Wreck by People Who 
Were in It. 

Chief Engineer John Mabury saw the ex- 
plosion. He said: “I had left my room 
about three minutes before the explosion, 
gone ashore, and sat on the dock. 1 saw fire 
shoot up through the hatch, and then I was 
knocked flat on my back by the explosion. 
I got up and went inside the warehouse for 
safety. 

The engines ana boilers are all right. 1 
don’t think they were damaged at all. There 
was a lot of water thrown on them, but that 
won’t hurt them.” 


The First Mate. 


The first mate, James Jackson, had charge 
of the cargo. I was near the hatch of hold 
No. 5,” he said, when the men began to 
yell for lights. The porter brought the 
lights and I stepped out on the dark and 
walked forward to where another gang was 
working.

It must have been the kerosene. There 
were 200 barrels in Hold No. 5, set up on end 
in tiers. There was probably some kerosene 
gas developed which took fire from the

No, the barrels did not leak. We don’t 
take a barrel aboard if it leaks. We en- 
countered some sea on the voyage, but 
not enough to shake up the cargo or 
hurt the barrels. Of course there is always 
more or less moisture on a barrel. It will al- 
Ways work through a little. But it was not 
enough to call it leaking. 

“That kerosene was all that was lost of 
“the cargo. It was about one-sixth of the 
cargo. There was nothing else in hold 
No. 5, and the other part of the boat 
is shut off by an iron bulkhead. 
There is a little water in the boat forward of 
the bulkhead —about sixteen inches—but ii 
is all, in the water bottom and not in the 
hold. There are thirty inches of space in the 
water bottom. So there is plenty of room 
yet. 

There is a queer thing I noticed about 
the affair. When I came out on the dock after 
the explosion I saw that the mizzenmast was 
gone. I have been looking for it and can’t 
find it. It was not burned, or we would see 
the charred stump. It must have been blown 
clear overboard. It is strange that suck a 
big stick should have disappeared so com- 
pletely.“ 

Fireman Joiner. 

Frank Joiner, one of we firemen, said: 
A minute before tne explosion Iwas sitting 
in the engine-room talking to George Haig, 
the second engineer? As I left the 
room 1 saw he had picked up 
a paper and begun to read. 1 
stepped off the propeller to the warehouse 
piatform and had scarcely touched shore 
when the explosion occurred. There were 
eight or ten men working on the dock at the 
time. They were unloading. All of them 
must have been either injured or killed. I 
can’t see how they escaped. The air 
was filled with fragments of 
wreck. 1 don’t think the boilers 
exploded. I believe it was the oil stored in 
the hold of the boat. How it came toexplode 
Ican’tsay. Ihave an idea that one of the 
men had been in the hold in the line of his 
duty and in some way set fire to the oil. 
Haig was certainly killed.” 


Horrible Sights. 


Vincent Kirky, a Chicago man who was 
working on the boat, says he was blown 
through the freight holeon the lower deck 
and landed on the dock. When he 
went back on the boat he saw a fellow hanging 
over the railing pinned between two boards. 
He pulled him out. Zhen he was attracted 
to the other side of the vessel by the shouts 
of the people on the bridge. He saw a man’s 
foot sticking out through the ruins, the 
body being covered with framework. He 
worked until he had released this man. 

‘I think Neill, the foreman of the steve- 
dores, must be lost, too,” said he. He was 
sitting in the engineer’s room with Haig, the 
second engineer, and that was the last seen 
of either of them.” 


INCIDENTS OF THE DISASTER, 


Seme ef Them Ladicrous and Others 
Horrifying. 

The severity of the explosion was felt in 
many different ways in the neighborhood, and 
incidents without number, most of them 
trivial but some ot them ludicrous, 
occurred. Joseph Savage, living at No. 
219 Randolph street, was comfortaply 
reclining in a obarber’s chair at the 
Briggs House when the explosion took 
place. One side of his face had been 
deftly scraped and the other was 
thickly covered with lather and whiskers. 
He felt the shock and must have thought it 
was the crack of doom, for he jumped from 
the chair and ran out of the shop. He did 
not stop until he reached his home. The 
building as well as the chair had been 
shaken. 

L. Sonenschein of No. 223 Randolph street 
thought a dynamite bomb had exploded in 
tne midst of his bottles and cigar-boxes and 
he rushed outdoors. Above his place a num- 
ber of women room. Down-stairs they tum- 
bled and then ran into the street, regardless 
of how they were arrayed. 

Officer Lewinsohn was standing about 
fifty feet west of Franklin street, on Ran- 
dolph, when the sxplosion occurred. He 
started on @ run for the engine-house on 
Franklin near Washington to give an alarm. 
Oa his way apiece of piank hurled by the 
explosion fell in front of him and just in time 
to trip him up and send him sprawling on the 
sidewalk. 

F. W. Holbrook of No. 292 Belden avenue 
was on a street-car approaching Madison 
street bridge when he heard the explosion. 
Mr. Holbrook is an expert accountant, but he 


is also a skiliful nurse, for he served two 


years in a hospital. He jumped off the car 
and hurried to the scene of the dis- 
aster. By tne time the first of 
the wounded were bene brought out 
he was ready to assist, and with linseed-oil 
and limewater did splendid and timely serv- 
ice in dressing wounds and casing the 
maimed. 

A colored man walking east on -Randoiph 
street, near market, heard the noise, and, 
liftang his hands in a supplicating way, ran 
between and around the street-cars shouting

A scene which sickened and horrified the 
firemen at work was shown towards the close 
of their fight with the fire in the hold of the 
vessel and not long before she sank. Just 
after an explosion of one of the barreis of 
oil the blaze revealed the bodies of two steve- 
dores stretched in distorted positions on the 
dop of barrels, the intense flames gradually 
eating and melting the flesh from their 
bones. The lower portion of one of them 
was already rid of flesh, and the flames 
seemed fiendish in the way in which chey 
curled and darted around his bare bones.

THE STEAMSHIP AND ITS FREIGHT. 


Description of the Craft—Contents of the 
Holds—Probable Loss. 

The Tioga was built at Buffalo in 1885 by 
the Union Dry-Dock company and costabout 
$200,000. A steel steamer of the most modern 
type, the boat bas been from the first trip 
the pet of the Union Steamboat company, the 


lake end of the Erie railway, to which it be- 


longs. In its second season out marine men 
of the lakes were astonished at the remarka- 
ble record of twenty-tive round trips between 
Buffalo ana Chicago, a record which is still 
unrivaled. 

This is tre second serious mishap the steam- 
Er has met., Last fall in the heavy Thanksgiving 
gale, it brought up on Gray’s Reef, near the 
entrance to the Straits of Mackinac, where 
it suffered severely, and was in dry-dock at 
Buffalo most of lust winter undergoing re- 
bairs. Unlike the arrangement in most lake 
boats, the engines and machinery of the 
Tioga were well forward, nearly amidships, 
giving a large hold in the stern. Here it was 
the explosion occurred. Ordinarily the ex- 
plosion would have caused the total destruc- 
tion of boat and cargo, but owing to the 
uncommon position of the machinery of the 
boat this result was averted. In size the 
Tioga 1s 285 feet long, 38 feet wide, ana 14 
feet depth§of hold. On sixteen feet of water 
the cargo was 2,800 tons. 

Until tne wreck of the Tioga can be exam- 
ined this morning nothing definite will be 
known regarding the damages. If, as T. I. 
Morford, the agent of the Union Line, be- 
lieved last night, the hull is not injured the 
money loss will be comparatively light. 
Hugh MacMillan, agent of the Western 
Transit Line, who looked at tue bull when 
the fire was fiercest, detected several holes 
in the stern about à foot above the water- 
line, near the rudder. Some of the steel 
plates are bent and somewhat out 
of shape. The machinery was apparently 
in good shape, and the big engine did not 
seem out of line. The boilers were intact. 
If the machinery does not require moving 
the loss on the boat will not exceed§$25,000. 

Loss on Cargo, 

Nothing definite is known of the loss on 
the cargo. In the burned hold, No. 5, about 
$3,000 worth of oil and merchandise was de- 
stroyed, but the damage from water on the 
rest of the cargo may be much more. 
The total value of the merchandise, 
largely expensive dry goods, was over $200,- 
000, and a little water will goalong way in 
causing a heavy loss. At midnight Agent 
Morfora thought this porwon of the cargo 
had escaped injury altogether, 
bulkhead appeared to be holding firmly. It 
was expected that the steaz: lighter McCor- 
mick, which the Western Transit Line at 
once offered Mr. Morford, would have the 
water in the after hold pumped out by morn- 
ing, and ail danger from the bursting of the 
buikhead averted. . 

The Tioga 1s insured in London Lloyd's 
against both fire and marine risks. By the 
usage in marine underwriting the insurance 
on the cargo holds until the merchandise 
crosses the gang-plank. As 95 per cent of ali 
merchandise sent by lake is insured, the 
cargo is believed to be fully covered, although 
figures are not obtainable. Tne Union 
Marine Insurance compaay and the Insurance 
Company of North America doubtless have 
the cargo risks. 

Agent Morford, when called out of the 
Thomas concert by the news of the disaster 
last night, at once telegraphed General Man- 
ager Ballard at Buffalo, asking for instruc- 
tions. Mr. Bullard, replied about midnight, 
directing Mr. Morford to use his own judg- 
ment as to the care of the wrecked steamer. 
Mr. Morford believed it would be possible to 
make temporary repairs here today and send 
the boat back to Buffalo. The rudder and 
steering-gear could be patched up, and 
by loading a partial cargo of grain 
in the forward holds, in order to get the 
boat on an even keel, it was thought the 
cratt could be made seaworthy, notwith- 
standing the destruction ot the after-works.

Une will be sent along with the Tioga to be 
near at hand in case of a breakdown in the 
makeshifts. Until the completion of the 
plant of the new Chicago Shipbuilding com- 
pany on the Calumet repairs of steel vessels 
on Lake Michigan are conducted under great 
difficulties;owing to the lack of appliances.

Hatrrax, N. S., July 11.—[Special.]—The 
steamer Annex No. 2, purchased by the Town 
of Dartmouth from New York parties to run 
on the ferry line between Dartmouth and 
Halifax, arrived tonight. There was a great 
crowd on the wharf at which the boat was to 
land, and as it was docking the swinging 
bridge of the wharf gave way and about a 
hundred women and children were precipi- 
tated into the water. The steamer backed 
off and life-preservers were thrown to the 
struggling mass of humanity. Rowboats 
were soon on the spot and the work of rescue 
immediately began. Word soon reached the 
city and every steamer was crowded with 
people going over, so that in a short time 
thousands blocked all the avenues leading to 
the ferry company’s wharves.

In England they 
seem to be able to do better with storage 
batteries than we have done here, 
and some satisfactory experiments have 
led to the establishing of short-distance 
street railways thus propelled. No one seems 
to know of any such inventon of recent 
date in the storing of electricity as would 
justify Mr. Villard m makifg the remark he 
did. One of the ablest of the electrical ex- 
perts eaid this afternoon that the building of 
a perfect storage battery capable of replying 
to all demands, large or small, would of 
course solve ‘the problem of satisfactory 
electric motive power, but he did not believe 


that any such battery had yet been built. 


The general impression is that Mr. Villard’s 
attention has been called to a discovery 
rather than to an in vention. It is said that 
an inspired young man, in his way some- 
thing such a genius as young Edison was 
when he astounded the estern Union 
electricians with hisearly and amazing dis- 
coveries and patents, has, partly by accident 
and partly by study, discovered this mar- 
velous secret by which the stored heat in 
coal may be deveioped into power without the 
intermediaries of a furnace, a boiler, and 
steam engine. If this is true the young 
man has outstripped Edison, for he 
had made a discovery which Edison has for 
years sought to make, and which upon two 
or three occasions he thought he had made. 
Edison himseif is authority for saying that 
if this secret should be revealed it would be 
followed by a revolution in mechanical in- 
dustry equal to or greater than that which 
came upon the heels ot Watt's discoveries 
and inventions in steam power. It is, of 
course, an inference among electrical men 
that it is this to which Villard referred. 


WALL STRELT’S SILVER VIEWS. 


Most of the Operators Look fora Gradual 
and Healthy Boom. 

New York, July 1}.—[Special.]—The as- 
surance of the passage of the Silver bill by 
the Senate caused a decided improvement in 
the sentiment of the operators and traders 
in Wall street today, and many look for a 
gradual and heaithy development of the 
silver boom, George Leask, one of the best 
posted money brokersin Wail street, said: 
I believe the immediate effect of the bill 
will be favorable. The first relief will come 
from the release of $55,000,000 held 
to retire bank circulation. Of course 
this will be constricted in time 
by the usual retirement of notes, which aver- 
ages about $2.500,000 per month, but the re- 
tirement will be offset by the increased coia- 
age. There is a demand for more silver cur- 
rency, and it will be placed easily: lam now 
shipping silver coin steadily to the South, 
and it is about the only currency in use down 
there.” This opinion was shared in by the 
majority of people interested in financial 
matters, and the eral opinion was that 
the vill meant simply inflation and expansion. 
Some take a different view. Charles 8. 
Fairchild, Secretary of the Treasury under 
President Cleveland, now at the head of the 
Security Loan and Trust company of this 
city, said: “ The effect of the Silver bill will 
be to put the currency in a state of uncer- 
tain equilibrium where the point of support 
will be below the center of gravity. It may 
topple over, but when or from what particu- 
lar reason it is iinpossible to predict. I re- 
gard the bill as most decidedly bad banking.“

SENT TO JAIL BY HIS FATHER’S ORDER. 


A San Francisco Youth Who Robbed His 
Parents of Many Valuables. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 11.—[Special.]— 
Handsome Herman Luckhardt, the 19-year- 
old gon of C. A. Luckhardt, proprietor of the 
Nevada Metallurgical Works, was today con- 
victed on a charge of vagrancy by Judge 
on a complaint filed by his 
wealthy. father. Young Luckhardt has 
nearly broken his mother’s heart by bis 


/vicious conduct. In addition to associating 


with naught but hoodlum s, thieves, and opium 
fiends he has stolen over $30,000 worth of 
jewelry and plate from the family. He re- 
fuses to work and to keep himself in pocket 
money, the youth steals everything he can 
lay his hauds on in the house and sells it. 
Only yesterday he stole a gold watch and a 
silver cake basket from his home at No. 1812 
Howard street and sold them before their 
loss was discovered. His father then 
went to him and ovbegged him to 

where he had sold the 
cake basket, as it was a 
family heirloom. Although promised three 
times what he got for it if he would tell 
where it could be found he deliberately re- 
fused to give the desired informawon, Her- 
man’s father then procured a pair of hand 
cuffs and locked him up in a closet, 
hoping to keep him until he could 
getan officer to take himincharge. While 
his father was out searching for an officer 
young Luckhardt made his escape from the 
house, and an hour later was found by Citi 
cers Tompkins and Moopey. The young 
scamp did not offer any defense, and 
laughed while his father was tell 
ing of his outrageous conduct. He refused 
to leave the city and cease annoying nis 
parents, although his father offered to pay 
his fare to any place he might want to go.

MEETING OF MILWAUKEE BREWERS. 


The Cut in the Price of Beer Discusged, but 
No Action laken. 

Mitwavkez, Wis., July 11.— [Special.] — The 
Milwaukee brewers are considerably agitated 
over the cutting of prices of beer in Chicago, 
as they are unabie now to comprehend how 
long it may last, or where the cut may extend 
to. As soon as the latest cut was learned of 
this morning a special meeting of the Mil- 
waukee Brewers’ Association, including all 
of the brewers in the city, was called, 
and it was hela this afternoon. Seven of 
the eight breweries in the city were repre- 
sented, umong those present being Gustave 
Pabst, representing the Pabst brewery; Eu- 

ene Wuesthoff of the Schlitz company, Al- 

ert Blatz of the Blatz company, and Frank 
Falk of the Falk, Jung & Borchart com- 
pany. For nearly two hours, behind closed 
doors, the situation was discussed. 
From reports of each brewery it 
was shown that between 300,000 and 350,000 
barrels of Milwaukee beer were sold annv- 
ally in Chicago, so that a cut lasting any 
length of time would mean a big loss 
to the Milwaukee brewers. Still the 


Milwaukee brewers had their interests in 


Chicago as well as at home, which need be 
protected, some of the brewers argued. Be- 
fore taking any action, though, to meet the 
cut it was decided to make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the causes leading to it, and for 
this reason the representatives of. the seven 
out of the eight Milwaukee breweries doing 
business in Chicago will be called to Mil- 
waukee to attend another meeting tomor- 
row, when some definite action will be taken.

Qesolved, By the Senate of the State of I- 
linois, tbe House of Representatives concurring 
therein, that there shall be submitted to the 
voters of this State at the next election for 
members of the General Assemb y a proposi- 
tion to amend the ninth article of the Constitu- 
tion of this State by adding thereto an addition- 
al section, to be known as Sec. 13, which 
shall reau as follows: 

The corporate authorities of the City of Chi- 
cago are hereby authorized to issue interest- 
bearing bonds of said city to an amount not ex- 
ceeding $5,000,000, free from all limitations and 
restrictions except that the proceeds thereof 
shall de used in tne aid of the World's Columbian 
Exposition, to be held in the City of Chicago in 
pursuance of an act of the Congress of the United 
States, 

And said corporate authorities shall be repaid 
as large a proportionate amount of the aid given 
by them as ie repaid to the stockholders on the 
sums supscribed and paid by them, and the 
mocey so received shall be used in the redemp- 
tion of the bonde as aforesaid, provided that said 
authorities may take ir the whole or in part of 
the sum coming to them any permanent im- 
provements placed on land held or controlled by 
them. 

Purpose of the Amendment. 

The last paragraph was the amendment 
proposed by Mr. Medill, and to this he spoke. 
He thought it should be specified what use 
should be made of the money that migut be 
returned to the city after the Fair. e did 
not approve of tne $5,000,000 being merely a 
loan. If it were necessary to mortgage the 
Fair it could be done better at the banks. 
The city should get only its proportion back. 

Mr. Walker approved of Mr. Medill’s 
amendment, and on benaif of the Committee 
on Legisiation accepted it.. He thought the 
city should be on an equal footing with other 
subscribers. Mr. Winstonfalso approved of 
it, and it was accepted as the report of the 
Committee on Legislation. 

Mr. Waller wanted it understood on behalf

ITS CHANCES OF PASSAGE SLIM, 


Mayor Cregier’s Substitute Lake-Front Or- 
dinance Seems to Be Unpopular. 

The chances for the passage of tne Lake- 
Front ordinance which Mayor Cregier pre- 
sented as a substitute for the one Mr. Wins- 
ton drew up appear to be nil. The members 
of the Committee on Wharves and Grounds 
are not satisfied and neither, apparently, are 
those Aldermen who were present at the 
conference Thursday night, but were 
not members of the committee. It is 
claimed that the ordinance is too blind and 
that the explanauons were not explicit 
enough. In fuct, the committee was not sat- 
istied with what the directors had to say; 
the general result was too indefinite. Ques- 
tions were asked that the committee thought 
should be answered, and yet they were not 
answered at all. 

The ordinance in its present form will in 
consequence not be reported to the Council, 
but there is no intention of dropping the 
matter or letting any impression get abroad 
that the Council is not interested in the suc- 
cess of the Fair. Corporation Counsel 
Hutchinson will draw up an ordinance that 
will probabiy be reported back to the Council 
asa substitute after the views of the com- 
mittee have been ascertained. The proceed- 
ings of the meeting Thursday were short- 
handed and will be published for the infor- 
mation of the Aldermen, The idea is to give 
them all the insight into the matter that the 
answers of the directors afforded the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

The feature of the new ordinance, if one 
be reported, will be more definite statements 
as to what is to be dore with the Lake-Front. 
It is apt to be the question now wheter the 
board will accept it, instead of what the 
Council will do. 

We might make it more satisfactory,” 
said one of the Aldermen, if we knew bet- 
ter what was wanted. As it is, it seems as 
though they would take nothing except a 
carte blanche to do as they ple The or- 
dinance is not. definite enough, and we must 
make one more definite—one that will limit 
the power more and let us know where we 
stand after itis passed.” . 

As a matter of fact a good deal of trouble 
arises from the fact that the intention now 
seems to be to carry out the original Lake- 
Front scheme as far as space is concerned, 
whereas the Aldermen, as well as the Com- 
missioners, believed that Messrs. Bryan and 
Peck spoke with authority when addressing 
the National Commission. Inu view of that 
they wish the ordinance to be as‘ definite as 
possible, lest some unofficial statements be 
taken by them as official. 


Not Likely to Pass. 

The reference made by one of the speakers 
to the fact that under the bill the consent of 
the Council was really not a necessity has 
also nettled some of the Aldermen, and that 
the ordinance wil never pass as it now is is 
admitted by almost all.

TO ESTABLISH A PLANT IN CHICAGO, 


The Washburn & Moen Company Will 
Start a Branch Here.

Mr. Lenox 
represents the Washburn & Moen Manu- 
facturing company of .Worcester, Mass., the 
most extensive wire-producing concern in 


the country. A branch of this establishment 


is to be started here. The ground has been 
purchased and work ‘commenced on the 
plant. Speaking of the movement last even- 
ing Mr. Lenox said: 

T have purchased about sixty acres or 
ground near the Calumet Iron and Steel 
company’s works, between One Hundred and 
Tenth and One Hundred and Fourteenth 
streets, for a site on which toputupa branch 
factory for the Washburn & Moen company. 
Preliminary work has been begun and I am 
now going East to arrange the details of the 
enterprise. The plant wiil cost $1,000,000 and 
a thousand men will probably be employed. 
Lou know we not only make all kinds of 
wire but manufacture all kinds of wire 
goods. 

Within the last few years our Western 
trade has increased marvelousiy. It was 
with difficulty that goods could be shipped 
fast enough. So it was decided to put up a 
branch plant somewhere out West, and Chi- 
cage was naturally selected as the piace. I 
have done all that can be accomplished now 
and will return to Worcester for further ad- 
vices. It will not be many months before we 
will be turning ous wire in this city.“ 


TERRIBLE WORK BY A CRAZY MAN, 


One Man Killed and Several Injured by a 
Maniac in New Hampshire. 

Witton, N. H., July 11.—[Special. |—This 
town was the scene of a terrible tragedy to- 
day, which resulted in the death of one per- 
son and the injury of several others. Warren 
Holt was a prosperous farmer who lived on 
the edge of the village. With him were his 
wife, his sister-in-law, and his son Edwin. 
The son was unmarried and had practical 
charge of his father’s business. A few 
days ago he had a presentiment that he 
should commit some terrible crime, and so 
told his mother. She iaughed at him, how. 
ever, and nothing was thought of the matter 
until last night, when he begged to stay in 
the same room with his father and mother. 
He did not undress himself, and was restiess 
and wandering about the chamber a good 
share of the time. But between 8 and 4 
o’clock this morning he aroused his mother 
and attacked her flercely. His aunt came 
to the rescue, and he then struck, kicked, 
and misused both of them in a fright 
ful manner. Mrs. Holt fled to the 
attic and hid. The aunt managed to sum- 
mon a neighbor, but beiore he reached the 
scene Edwin had taken his tatber, who was 
ill at the time, from the bed and threw him 
violently upon the brick hearth in the room, 
where he had churned his head up and down 
and kicked it terribly with his heavy boots. 
Three other neighbors attempted toicatcn the 
maniac, but they, too, were injured in the 
mélée, and it was only when he accidentally 
stumbied that he was captured. Sudden in- 
sanity is the cause of the crime.

On Milwaukee Avenue. 

The Milwaukee avenue cable system will 
not be in operation, even as far as Jefferson 
street, before Tuesaay, if then, owing to an 
unavoidable delay in stringing the cable from 
Cleaver street to Jefferson strect. This, how- 
ever, will likely be accomplished by Satur- 
day night. 

ihe Madison street and Milwaukee avenue 
cable systems will, in all probabil ty, be in 
successful operation withinone week, That 
they will not be in operation the entire dis- 
tance is due to the intention on the part of 
the company to string two cables in the 
tunnel—one for an emergency cable—and 
to so construct the road at the intersection 
of Washington boulevard and Jefferson 
street as to enable it to run the cars west of 
the river if the cable through the tunnel to 
La Salle street should fail. This work in- 
vol ves some nice mechanical construction. It 
is expected to solve one of the most perplex- 
ing difficulties the North Side cable had to 
contend with at first. Theoreti it wil 
be accomplished by running the Saile 
street loop trom the Jefferson street and 
Washington boulevard powerhouse, making 
the east end of the system entirely 
independent of either the Madison 
street or Milwaukee avenue lines. 
The mechanicai probiem is to so construct 
the machinery beneath the street as to 
enuble the grips coming from either Madi- 
son street or Milwaukee avenue to make the 
catch easily and certainly. 

The Madison street cable is said to be the 
heaviest in the country. From Fortieth 
street to the intersection of Washington 
boulevard it is 47,465 feet long and is pro- 
pelled by two 1,200-horse power engines 
at the Rockwell street power-house, the 
engines being of Green  pat- 
tern. The fly wheel of euch engine 
weighs 7,500 pounds. There are eight tubular 
boilers of 200-horse power each. It is the de- 
lief of Superintendent of Motive Power Bliss 
that one of these engines can operate the 
entire system when everything is in com- 
plete order. 

Faid to Be the Finest. 

This power-house, in completeness of detail 
and arrangement, is said to be the finest in 
the world. There is an electric system at- 
tached whereby a conductor can inform the 
engineer of any accident from any point 
along the line, so that the cable may be 
stopped in a few moments. In the north-, 
east corner of the wer-house is 
a storage tank capable of holding 30,000 gal- 
lons of water for use in case the city supply 
of water becomes exhausted. The roof is of 
corrugated iron and the smoke-stack 1s 175 
feet high. In the north end of the building 
is an arrangement for conveyi all the 
ashes from the boiler fires to the y in the 
rear, and in the same vicinity is the elevator 
for the reception of coal, it ing unloaded 
direct trom cars and carried to the bins. 

Adjoining the wer-house is the eom- 
pany’s elevator, which has a capacity of 140,- 
000 bushels. Here the feed for the horses of 
the company will be ground—forty tons of 
corn and oats per day, each horse being al- 
lowed fifteen pounds of mixed feed per day. 
The loaded cars are run into the elevator and 
unloaded by a steam shovel at the rate of 
twenty minutes per car. The power-house 
and elevator cost $800,000. 

At Fortieth street the car-barns and car- 
shops of the company have been constructed, 
They cover seven acres and cost $250,000. Here 
the company proposes to store their cars, re- 
pair them, and build new ones, as the service 
may require. The buildings are of the best 
material and are equipped with the best o 
modern machinery. ‘ 

The running time of the Madison cable 
west of Roekwell street will be at the rate 
of fourteen miles an hour and east of Rock- 
well to Jefferson street ten miles aa hour. 
The speed on the La Saile street loop will be 
about seven miles an hour, but will be gov- 
erned largely by the street traffic. The time 
from La Salle street to Fortieth street is com- 
puted at thirty-six minutes and to Armitage 
avenue thirty minutes,

Rabshaw Fined for Assault. 
Justice Jarvis Blume sat in judgment on

Alonzo Costello, a colored sleuth, 
testified to the same effect. 

J. O'Leary was charged with keeping a 
pool-room known as tne Columbia,“ on 
Clark street. H. S. Laddington had seen 
O’Leary selling pools to the multitude. 
Herbert G had witnessed the same thing, 
as had, aiso, William Atwood. 

R. E. Oaspar was down as keeper of the 
pool-room at No. 134 Van Buren street. At- 
wood had visited the place and so had the 
colored detective. Costelio discovered Caspar

Rabshaw, besides being charged with pool- 
selling, had to defend an assault and battery 
case.

GUN FOR FIRING HIGH EXPLOSIVES. 


The Invention ofa Chicago Man—What Is 
Claimed for It. 

The last issue of the Scientific American con- 
tained a description of a patéht invented by 
L. Gathmann of Chicago. Mr. Gathmann 1s 
a manufacturer of mill machinery and is an 
inventor of some eminence. His latest in- 
vention, of which the Scientific American 
speaks, is anew guh for firing high explo- 
sives, 

First of all the effect of the heat on the 
gun is considered. In heavy ordnance pre- 
viously constructed the heat occasioned by 
rapid frmg hus expanded the metal of the 


gun in such a mauner as to make 
the piece unfit for use. In other 
words, the inside of the gun 


bas expanded rapidly, leaving the outside 
comparatively cold, thereby makirg the 
metal brittle by straining it beyond its nat- 
ural elasticity, In Mr. Gathmann’s patent 
this difference in temperature has been avoid- 
ed by placing within the cannon a cylindri- 
cal dase filled with highly compressed car- 
bonic acid gas. The gas firstacts as a cushion 
protecting the projectile tilled with the high 
explosive from a severe shock. Then as the 
projectile leaves the gun the gas is liberated 
and produces a degree of cold that keeps whe 
metal at auniform temperature. There are 
other benefits from te gas, for it is abso- 
lutely impenetrable to fire and envelops the 
projectile as it leaves tne ordnance so that 
there is no danger from heat, no matter how 
thin tne shell that ‘holds the explosive. 

All the elements of Mr. Gathmannn’s 
patent cannot be told ina brief description. 
After the main feature, which is a uniformi- 
ty of temperature and the consequent pres- 
ervation of the ordnance for an indefinite 
time, there is the ingenious control of the 
effect of the explosion. In all other ordnance 
the powder pressure acts on the projectile 
and the chamber with equal force. by a 
ring made of celluloid and blaced in the pow- 
der chamber the force is hela in confinement 
so that it actson the projectile gradually 
and expands with added intensity. Through 
the narrow aperture in the ring the force of 
the explosion acts on the projectile by de- 
grees until the ring is consumed. A tbin- 
shelled torpedo filied with dynamite can be 
thrown from the gun with safety. 

Mr. Gathmann’s invention has been tested 
and is claimed to be of great value. It can 
be used in throwing life-lines over vessels 
where other guns might fail. In relieving 
the shock at the time the projectile is first 
acted on by the force of the explosive tne 
small line is prevented from breaking. A 
single shot from this gun would, it is claimed, 
sink the biggest warsnip afioat. 


ATTEMPTS TO INJURE THIS PLACE, 


Eastern Jealousy of Chicago — Migstate- 
ments About the Death Rate. 

Dr. W. W. Tomlinson, the registrar in the 
Heaith Office, is incensed at the recent state- 
ment in an Eastern paper reflecting on the 
methods of the City Health Department. 
Yesterday he obtained a copy of tne paper 
making the charge. In the article was the 
following: 

* The deaths in the City ot Chicage for the 
week ending June 26 are reported as only 386, 
which is riaiculous, said Deputy Health Com- 
missioner John Young of Brooklyn to me yester- 
day. It was more likely 726. Why, in one day 
during that hot week the papers put the num- 
ber of deaths in Chicago at 00. They make out 
their death rate at 18.24 per 1.000 inhabitants, 
Absurd! Their system is all wrong.“ continued 
Dr. Young. “ They do this to make it appear that 
Chicago is a healthy place. They are desper- 
ately jealous of Brooklyn's advantage.“ 

To this Dr. Tomlinson makes this reply: 

The above article is taken from the New York 
Heraid of July 8 and published for the purpose of 
detracting from the deserved reputation our city 
enjoys as a health resort, or possibly to injure us 
just on the eveof the Columbia Fair. The num- 
ber of deaths in Chicago for the week ending 
June 21 was 202, with a death rate of only 13.80 
per 1.000; for the week ending Jute 28, 386, with 
@ death rate of 18.24 per 1.000. For the entire 
month of June there were reported 119 deaths 
from sunstroke. Our books and death certifi- 
cates are inspected every day by the city papers. 
We keep @n accurate record of every death oc- 
curring in the city and report mortality weekly 
and monthly. Myclerk and 1 pe are willing 
to make oath to the same. If the statement 
“they do this to make it appear that Chicago is 
a healthy place.“ is meant that I falsify the rec- 
ords, he is a willful liar. If he does not mean 
‘what he says then he is a fool. 


PRAYER Div NOT CURE HIM. 


The Rev. Dr. Calvin hnson Discard: Med- 
icine and Dies of Consumption. 

The Rev. Dr. Calvin Johnson, whose at- 
tempt to cure himself of consumption by 
prayer has been so much talked about, died 
Thursday night. He made a good fight and 
defied the doctors, but it was evident for 
several weeks that his eflorts were 
unavailing, and the only wonder was 
that he lived as long as he did 
He was pastor of the Humboldt Park 
Baptist Church, and his efforts in building 
up a congregation helped to bring upon him 
an acute attack of tuberculosis. He took to 
his bed and refused tosee adoctor. His 
friends tried to induce him to receive medi- 
cal aid, but he refused to fight the disease 
— any other weapon than prayer. He 
said: ' 

This is not for human doctors to cure. If 
Jam healed I must be healed by Heaven.“ 
His nurse prayed with him, repeating his 
petitions. He believed that he would be 
cured, and he prayed until a few nours be- 
fore his death.

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NEW CASES AGAINST VIOLATORS OF 


THE SMOKE ORDINANCE, 


Fears That They Will Not Be Prosecated 
with Zeal by the City Law Depart- 
ment — An Alderman’s Opinion — Mr, 
Brevock Bas Something to Say About 
the Stock-Yards Odors and Settling- 
Basins— The State Board of Health 
May Take Up the Matter. 


Notwithstanding repeated warnings by the 
health authorities, maay owners of buildings 
continue to violate the smoke ordinance. 
Dr. Wickersham intends to bring these per- 
sons to time and without much delay as far 
as he is concerned.

They were asked whether the five millions 
to be obtained dy a constitutional amend- 
ment, which it is proposed the city shall give 
in aid of the Fair, would be used to pay for 
that filling and piling in the outer harbor 
which will have to be done if the 200 acres 
which the directors have said they wish to 
got there are to be forthcoming, and the re- 
ply was that the five miliions was not to be 
used in that way. 

They were asked if the cost of filling the 
pond would be defrayed out of the ten mill- 
ions the stockholders are raising, and the an- 
swer was that all of that money would be 
needed for building and other Fair purposes. 

In reply to another question they said 
there was no probability of any arrangement 
with tne Lilinois Central, so that railroad 
corporation will not foot the bill of filling tne 
pond. In reply to another question they said 


sioners to pay forit. And finally, when asked 
who was to pay for filling it ana for building 
the viaducts across the IIlinols Central tracks, 
tney said they did not know. If they do not 
who does! Readers of IA TRIBUNE are con- 
stantly asking tne editor for light on these 
same points, but itis beyond his knowledge 
to furnish it. 

The committee which called on the Nation- 
al Commission witn its offer of a site inti- 
mated that it did not expect to use much 
more than fifty acres on the Lake-Front, w 
be used asa gateway to the great Fair at 
Jackson Park. The committee which met 
the Aldermen repudiated that and said it 
wanted 200 acres on the Lake-Front, but 
did not know how the cost of reclaiming 
three-fourths of it from the lake was to be 
defrayed. There was a blind suggestion 
that the riparian owner of the made land— 
meaning the city—should reimburse who- 
ever did the filling, but it was admitted chat 
it might be impraeticable. 

The Lake-Front site has many friends. It 
has them on the West and North Sides and 
in Lake View and among tne business-men 
of the First Ward. If any one of them has 
studied the subject and knows just how 
this filling, which will cost millions, is to be 
paid for, Tae TRIBUNE would be glad to hear 
from him. Its correspondents are asking it 
daily out of what fund the mosey is to 
come to be used in filling and piling 150 or 200 
acres ic the outer harbor beyond the Illinois 
Central tracks,.and it has been unable to 
tell them, though it would satisfy gladly the 
craving curiosity which it admits exists. 
If neither the city, the Exposition company, 
the South Park, nor the Illinois Central 
to foot that bill of several millions, who is? 
Until that has been settled there will not be 
more than fifty acres available on the Lake- 
Front, and ali talk about more is wasted 
breath. * 


THE HIGHER DUTIES ON CUTLERY. 

The Sheffield cutiers intend holding a 
mass-meeting to protest against the adoption 

of that part of the McKinley bill which 
doubles the existing high duties on cutiery 
and thus threatens to interfere seriously 
with the sale of tne specialties of Sheffield in 
this country. Those who have called the 
meeting claim it is not fair that American 
food products, oi!s, manufactures, and all 
other things should be admitted duty free 
into Great Britain, while this country is 
striking a blow atone of their chief indus- 
tries, for which they in part pay for Amer- 
ican farm, weil, and mill products. 

Doubdtiess the Sheffield cutiers feel indig- 
nant, but they may rest assured that if it is 
decided that the additional duties they com- 
plain of will be productive of general good to 
the people of the United States and can be 
defended on the grouna of public policy, 
nothing which they can say or do will have 
tlie slightest effect on American lawmakers. 
They will go ahead regardiess of the pro- 
tests of every town in England or on the 
Continent, and the only effect of remon- 
strances and threats will be to make their 
action more unanimous and more prompt. 

But is it for the benefit of the American 
people that the duties on table knives, jack- 
knives, razors, and similar articles should be 
doubled and more than doubled when the 
present tariff already gives sufficient protec- 
tion? Who will be benefited? Only a few 
manufacturers in the Democratic State of 
Connecticut, who think they are not becom- 
ing millionaires fast enough under existing 
laws, and want them changed so they can 
scoop in double and treble protits. That the 
higher duties will be of any use to the West- 
ern farmers is impossibie, as no higher 
prices will be paid to them for their food 
products. The manufacturing bosses will 
make more money—much more—but they 
will not spend it in Western pork and beef. 

But supposing England should take it into 
its head to retaliate. What would be the ef- 
fecton the Western tarmer? Supposing the 
rural Conservatives and city Liberals of Eu- 
gland should unite and begin to discriminate 
against American products. Cotton would 
not be selected, for England cannot get 
enough of that outside of this country. 80 
the Southern cotton-grower would not suf- 
fer. But she could give the preference to 
the wheat and meatof Russia and Hungary 
and the wheat of India. She could take 
more beef from the Argentine Republic and 
less from the United States. She could legis- 
late and regulate against the hams, bacon, 
lard, and butter of this country—that is, 
against the crops of the Western tarmer. 

The latter would then find himself between 
the upper and tie nether millstone. He 
would be paying more for his cutlery and 
similar articies to the Democratic Connecti- 
cut Yankees, and he would be getting less 
for his wheat, corn, pork, and beet. 
The British market, which now takes so 
much of his surpluses, would be closed to 
him, and, with so much left oa his hands, it 


in the home market. 

With this prospect in view there cannot be 
more than one man out of every ten thou- 
sand, and he a Connecticut cutiery manu 
facturer, whose interests would lead him to 
vote for the cutlery schedules of the McKin- 
| dey bull. These schedules would make no votes

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THE CONFERENCE SILVER BILL. 

| The solid vote of the Democratic Senators 
in opposition to the conference silver bill 
‘indicates clearly enough that the professed 
desire on the Democratic side to ward off 
contraction and ease the money markets is 
‘all a sham, and the sole purpose of the 
statesmen who follow the lead of Vest, 
Voorhees, and Morgan was to put the Re- 
publicaus n a hole.” For that reason 
they combined with the representatives of 
the Western mining camps to put through the 
Senate a free-coinage measure ao unguarded 
and extreme in its provisions that it certain- 


‘Harrison bad it ever passed the House. 
That, however, was just the resuit the Dem- 
ocratic Senators were aimingat. They de- 
‘cided that they could get nothing better 
in the way of party capital than 
‘the veto of a silver bill by a Republican 
President. Such action, they thought, would 
furnish them particularly good “campaign 
material“ for use in the mining States which 
have just been admitted to the Union. The 
original Free-Coinage bill, crowded through 
the Senate py Democratic votes, was not in- 
tended for adoption, but to provoke a veto 
from the President. The House bill, on the 
contrary, sought to avoid a veto by supplying 
safeguards and precautions which it was be- 
lieved would make the President think it 
safe to consent to a largely increased use of 
silver. 

The bill finally agreed upon by the confer- 
ence committee is practically a free- 
coinage measure, since it aims at the 
use as money of the entire output of 
the silver mines of this country. 
The bullion purchases by the Treasury 
are fixed at an amount considerably in excess 
of the present output of the mines and are 
intended tocover an increased production 
caused by the stimulation of the mining in- 
dustry. The best authorities agree that 
under this bill the Treasury Department will 
take the entire product of the American 
mines and use it as a basis for silver certif- 
cates and that the volume of such money 
issued monthly will be much more than 
doubled. If the Democratic Senators were 
sincere in their demand for more money”’ 
and really wanted to “ lubricate the wheels 
of industry what more could they ask than 
this? Surely they would not demand that 
the Treasury purchases must be in excess of 
the production of the American mines and 
sufficient to afford a market for foreign sil- 
ver. The Democratic opponents of the con- 
ference bill did not pretend to flud fault 
with it because it did not provide for 
sufficient purchases of bullion and additions 
to the currency, but they made specious and 
untenable objections which showed that they 
were not disposed to consider any silver bill 
on its merits, but would ask whether it 
would put the Republicans in a hole.“ 

The Senators from the mining States who 
bad declared their willingness to part com- 
pany with the Republicans on the silver 
question, if necessary, all accepted and voted 
for the conference bill. They saw that it 
provided a heavy silver inflation, and thought 
it would not only give mine owners a better 
market for their product but would stimu- 
late prices generally and tend to make times 
flush. These were purposes which the Dem- 
ocratic Senators claimed to have at heart, 
and yet they were willing to permit their 
constituents to go on suffering from alleged 
currency constriction provided it was possi- 
ble to put the Republicans in a hole.“ 


SPEAKER REED’S CORRECT RULING A8- 
SAILED, 

The current number of the North American 
Review contains an article by an unnamed ex- 
member of Congress elaborately reviewing 
and criticising Speaker Reea’s course in 
counting a quorum. Owing to the ability and 
acquaintance with parliamentary law dis- 
played in the article the authorship has been 
ascribed by a number to Mr. Blaine, but 
whether written by him or some other Re- 
publican it must be conceded that this last 
criticism of Speaker Reed is keener aad 
more forcible than any made by the Demo- 
crats in the House; It must, however, be 
equally plain to any careful and impartial 
reader that Speaker Reed’s doctrine with- 
stands the assault made on it, and the discus- 
sion demonstrates the imperative need there 
was of a ruling, to stop filibustering 
and deadiocks in the House. The 
writer of the Review article takes consid- 
erabie pains to show that the precedents of a 
hundred years in this country were all 
against Reed, and that he was the first 
Speaker to count members present but not 
voting in order to make up a quorum. This 
is conceded. It was only within the last two 
years that the filibustering abuse was car- 
ried to such an extreme as to make a change 
in the rules and usagesof the House abso- 
lutely unavoidable. Speaker Reed abandoned 
the old precedents in order to meet an emer- 
gency and the House sustained him by re- 
vising and amending the rules. 

It is claimed that the rules as amended are 
contradictory, and while Rule eignt declares 
it the duty of every member present to vote, 
unless personally or pecuniarily interested 
in the question, another, Rule fifteen, per- 
mits him to remain silent, although the 
Speaker takes cognizance of his presence 
and counts him in making a quorum. This, 
however, does not mean that the Speaker re- 
leases any member from his obligation to 
vote. On tne contrary, in counting the si- 
lent members and putting their names on the 
journal the Speaker in effect makes a truth- 
ful finding of fact as to their acuon, and it 
remaing for the House or a constituency to 
hold the voiceless Kepresentatives to their 
responsibility. Rule fifteen, which author- 
izes the counting of silent members, instead 
of nullifying Rule eight, really provides a 
method for ascertaining and putting on 
record the fact that a member has refused to 
vote. When the journal is made thus to 
record the truth, and the truth only, ft re- 
mains for the House or the member’s con- 
stituents to make inguiry whether the re- 
fusal to vote was justifiable or not. 

There is no escape from the fact that under 
the old ruling a few minority members were 
permitted by their silence to break a quorum 
when there was one present, and to defeat 
measures in this way when they could not do 
80 by voting against. them. When members 
exercised greater power sitting mute than 
when voting in the negative the majority no 
longer had the power to rule, and legislation 
could be had only at the consent of the mi- 
nority. 

Itis impossible to sustain any parliamentary 
usage or precedent which operates to give 
actual control of legislation to the minority 
and to break down majority rule. When the 
device of refusing to vote was carried to 
such a point that members purposely silent 
or indifferent could exercise twice greater 
authority than when participating in busi- 
ness, and could defeat buls by willful silence 
when they could not by votmg against 
them, the abuse became intolerable and 
demanded abatement. At present 166 make 
& quorum and a majority thereof, 
or $4 members, can pass a bill. If the minor- 
ity.of 82 all vote in the negative the bill will 


| nevertheless pass; but under the old rule 


they were permitted to defeat it by remain- 


im silent in weir seats before the Speaker's 
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necessary to “insure absolute correctness of 
the vote,” and that the result of a roll-cail 


must be the highest and best evidence 


whether a quorum is present or not. Never- 
theless it would seem difficult to show that 
the presence of members can be better de- 
terminea by hearing than by sight. A mem- 
ber hardly can be identified by hear- 
ing him answer “aye” or “no” in 
a noisy house, The response might be 
made by a visitor on the floor or 
by some one in the gallery and the fraud 
not be discovered unless at tne time of call- 
ing the name the Clerk or the Speaker 
should look to see that the member was 
actually present. The roll-call otten indi- 
cates the opposite of the truth in regard to 
the presence of a quorum, and it is only by 
the use of the eyes that the Speaker or any 
one else can determine how many members 
are on the floor. Under the old rule the rec- 
ord was falsified every time the minority re- 
fused to answer to the roll-call, ana there 
was no official evidence to show whether si- 
lent members were present and had an op- 
portunity to vote or not. Now, however, 
their names are entered on the journal as 
present but not voting, and the record tells 
constituencies the precise truth as to the ac- 
tion of their Representatives. It is claimed 
the Speaker may err and count absent mem- 
bers as present, but such. cases must be rare, 
and the e hardly can pass without cor- 
rection. Members are alert in pointing out 
such errors and having them corrected. The 
more the people consider Speaker Keed’s 
ruling the stronger approval they must give 
it as tending to stop filibustering, expedite 
business, prevent nullification, preserve ma- 
jority rule, and insure a truthful record of 
the proceedings of the House.

WOOL REFUSES TO GO UP. 

The report of the Boston wool market for 
the last week, sent to a paper which is in full 
sympathy with the wool and woolens sched- 
ule of the McKinley bill, is that it was dull 
and unprofitable”; manufacturers are not 
buying and operators do not care to specu- 
late“; „manufacturers have not been present 
in large numbers, and those that have been 
here have been buying only in small lots as 
needed for their immediate wants.” One 
would judge from this that the wool-weavers 
expect wool to godown if the bill passes, 
rather than ub, and therefore they buy only 
for immediate consumption. 

But this is not what was promised the 
wool-growers by Maj. McKinley. He told 
them that if bis bill passed e prices of their 
fleeces would go booming up. It has passed 
one House on the strength of faith in his pre- 
dictions, and been reported on favorably 
by a committee of the owner. And yet wool 
goes dow rather than up, in proportion as 
the chances of the bill becoming a law are 
good or bad. The manufacturers do not 
hasten to lay in stocks as they would if they 
thought there were any likelihood of the price 
advancing when the bill passed. 

W hat is it that is wrong! Why do not the 
McKinleyites explain to the wool-growers of 
Michigan, Ohio, and other States why prices 
do not begin to advance? Or are they unable 
to understand what has happened? The 
wool-growing constituents of the Represent- 
atives' who voted for the McKinley bill 
would like to hear from them right off 
before the rominating conventions meet. 
They want to know whether the value of 
their wool is not going to be lowered by the 
McKinley schedules rather than raised. 

There is, however, one paregraph in the 
wool market report which is more instruct- 
ive to them than all their Congressmen can 
tell them. It is this: 


The largest sale of domestic wool reported is 
one of about 150,000 pounds of spring Teras, and 
aside from this ne large lots have been moved. 


Why does Texas wool find a market and 
that of Michigan and Ohio none? There is 
where the wool-growers.of the older States 
must look for the explanation of the difficulty 
they find in getting rid of their wool. The 
market is filled with that grown on cheaper 
lands, healthier sheep, and cheaper labor, and 
it necessarily crowds theirs out. They cannot 
compete with the ranchmen on the South- 
western plains, with no expenses for the 
winter care of their flocks, which, thanks to 
the blooded rams of Delano, Lawrence, and 
Harpster and other Onio blooded ram raisers, 
are turning out better wool all the time. 

The cheap soil and labor of Western Texas, 
New Mexico, Arizona, and California and not 
of Australia, the River Plate, or the Cape of 
Good Hope are crushing the wool-grower 
east of tne Missouri, and against this South- 
western competition, which his false or fool 
Ohio friends have done so much to foster, no 
tariff can help him. Meanwhile if the bill 
passes the cost of ali kinds of woolen cloth- 
ing, blankets, and carpets will be increased 
largely on all consumers. Is what going to 
help the Republican Congressional cand1- 
dates this fallf Will the Senate consider 
this point a little?

The Mayor was exceedingly 
anxious that the alleged “rights” of a dog- 
gery-keeper be not infringed upon, but a 
board fence is the only protection he is pre- 
pared to accord a great number of decent 
citizens who do not want their wives and 
littie ones to breathe a polluted moral atmos- 
phere around their own door steps. The 
Whisky vender is only an ex-Alderman now, 
but he has a host of brother saloonkeepers 
in the Council, and may be there again 
some time himself, so that he still hasa 
„pull“; and he has money to spend for the 
election of his and their candidate for the 
office of Mayor of Chicago next year. These 
must de the reasons why Mr. Cregieris so 
weakin the knees as to cower before a 
demonstration by the tough whisky element 
when it attempts to invade a respect- 
able section tue inhabitants of which 
do not want a doggery or road-house”’ 
in their midst and will not tolerate one.

MUSIC AND DRAMA, 


At the Exposicion Building last evening 
Mr. Thomas gave an interesting program, con- 
sisting chiefly of works that have already be- 
come more or less familiar to habitudés of 
these concerts, but also an important novelty by 
Benjamin Godard, entitled “Les Elephants” 
and “ Chinoiserie,” from his Oriental Sym- 
phony.” Godard, who is one of the most prom- 
inent of living French composers, is best known 
in this country as the author of some charming 
pianoforte music, little or nothing being known 
of his orchestral or operatic compositions, 

Godard was born Aug. 18 1840, at Paris. He 
was a pupil of Richard Hammer in violin play- 
ing and when 14 years of age was admitted to 
the Paris Conservatoire where he studied har- 
mony under Reber. It is understood that he de- 


sired to compete for the grand * Prix de Rome,” . 


but was not permitted by his teachers to do so. 
He resembled Hector Berlioz in his dislike for 
counterpoint and fugue, and consequently was 
not viewed with especial favor by his masters, 
who rightly thought it the duty 
of would-be composers to ob- 
tain a mastery of those difficult branches. 
In 1878 his dramatic symphony won the prize at 
a musical competition instituted by the munici- 
pality of Paris. His chief fault in his larger 
works is @ tendency to neglect the polishing 
process, from which cause bis writings, though 
proving his possession of true dramatic instinct, 
are less effective than they would be if carefully 
written and pruned. The “ Symphony Oriental,” 
ov. 84, consists of five descriptive pieces written 
as musical illustrations of poems by Victor 
Hugo, Leconte de Lisle, Aug de Chatillon, and 
Godard, The “Elephants” is supposed to rep- 
resent those animals in the wilderness, and the 
“Chinoiserie” brings in the characteristic feat- 
ures of Chinese music,including bells, tambourine, 
triangle, tamtam, etc. Both are extremely 
odd. In the first the heavy tread of tie huge 
beasts is admirably represented, though the 
piece—viewed as pure music—could scarcely be 
considered as especialiy interesting. The 
„Chi noiserie 1s bizarre, but much more inter- 
esting. Itis bright and strongly characteristic, 
full of a spirit which seems quite in accord with 
the Ohmese musical nature, Possibly both 
works would improve upon closer acquaintance, 
This afternoon at the matinée the following 
program will be played.

GENERAL FURKEIGN NEWS. 


Changes to Be Made in the Government 
of Alsace-Lorraine—Cable Notes. 
Madl and Bopress Cable. | 

Paris, July 11.—It is reported in this city 
that Prince von Hohealohe will soon resign. 
his position of Governor of Alsace, or rather 
as Lieutenant of the Kaiser, which is his of- 
ficial style. It is also stated that his succes- 
sor will hold a different office, under new 
conditions, which will be called the Superior 
Presidency of Alsace-Lorraine. The post 
will then be purely administrative. The 
President, according to the story. will be as- 
sisted by three V:ce-Presidents, who will 
possess very limited powers. The Govern- 
ment offices will be transferred to Berlin, 
and will be placed under tne control of Herr 
von Kaiser, who was formerly the tutor of 
Count Herbert Bismarck. 

The Alsace-Lorraine Government, under 
the present arrangement, embraces a 
minority of four members who hold the port- 
folios of State, of Interior, of Justice, and of 
Finance, Agriculture, and Boundaries, beside 
numerous special officials. The result of the 
alleged proposed change would be to bring 
the provinces directly under imperial, sway 
and make them more closely German than 
now.

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WASHINGTON IN THE CLUTCHES OF 
THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 
— 

Chief Inspector Rathbone Tells How the 
Notorious Gambling Institation Is In- 
trenched in the Capital City—The Sen- 
ate Post- mee Committee Gives the 
Lottery People s Hearing—The Elec- 
tion Bill Will Probably Be Passed— 
Army Promotions 


Wasnixerox, D. C., July 11.—[Special. |— 
The Senate Post-Office Committee gave thé 
representatives of the lottery company a 
hearing today. Jere Wilson ana Jeff Chana- 
ler made oral arguments on the alleged un- 
constitutionality of the proposed legislation. 
They also asked time in which to prepare and 
file printed briefs. Chairman Sawyer told 
them they could have a wees: Then he pro- 
posed that the committee should report some 
of the bills either favorably or adversely, as 
he didn’t mtend that they shouid be left 
pigeonholed. Not much doubt exists that a 
favorebie repert will be made, because the 
Chairman himself is of that way of think- 
ing, and Uncie Philetus usually carries his 
cowmittee with him. 

Gen. Bingham appears to be carrying out 
the idea expressed by bim in a recent con- 
versation with a member of the House, who 
urged that some ajtention ought to be given 
to the lottery bilis. He said in an off-hand 
way: Well, I guess we better let them 
rest.“ Attempts had been made in previous 
Congresses, he said, to legislate against lov 
teries and had failed every time. 

He was conveniently absent trom the city 
today when it was expected that the commit 
tee would meet to consider the anti-lottery 
bills, and no meeting was called. His clerk 
states that the Friday meetings have been 
discontinued for the remainder of the ses- 
sion. The prospect of action by Bingham’s 
committee is discouraging, and it is now pre- 
aicted that unless action is taken next Tues- 
day nothing will be done until the Senate 
forces the question by passing and sending 
to the House a bill for the suppression of 
lotteries. 

The influences in favor of lottenes are 
very strong. The advertisements of several 
of them are daily flaunted in the newspapers 
before the eyes of thousands of Government 
employés, who are thus tempted to risk a 
portion of their salaries with the hope of 
being made rich at one stroke, and this, the 
richest field for the lottery companies, bas 
been stimulated to greater production by the 
occasional distribution of small sums as 
prizes. Out of many thousands of dollars 
that go from this city every month to the 
Louisiana lottery company to enable it 
to spend millions to preserve its franchise, 
yet makeaprofit of eighty per cent per 
month, only a thousand or two in small 
| sums are paid out in a year to the deluded 

clerks. Ihe agents of the companies spread 
their nets in well-known places convenient 
to the executive departments, where 
they are easily accessible to the 
Government clerks goimg and coming 
from their daily work, and the location of 
their dens can be discovered by a stranger 
by the stream of men and women, white and 
black, passing in and out on department pay- 
days and on the days after the monthly 
lottery drawings. The lice. raid these 
places at long intervals, but the agents cheer- 
fully suffer the temporary pecuniary loss 
and open again inafew days with the cer- 
tainty of another long period of uninterrupt- 
ed money-getting. Chiet-Inspector Ratu- 
bone of the Fost-Office Department in au in- 
terview points out forcibly the inability of 
the department to cope with the evil under 
existing laws. He says: “A little more 
legislation favorable to the Government 
would be a wholesome and righteous thing 
for Congress to give us. A person who has 
not studied the situation can hardly conceive 
to 22 extent the arms of this great octopus 
reach. 

„ou will be surprised when 1 tell you 
that recently it was discovered that the 
printing of what they cali their month! 
drawings and the addressing of their envel- 
opes (which number something like 30,000 
per month) for this section of country is done 
in this city. and that one of the empioyés of 
the Post-Uffice Department was discovered 
engaged doing work for the Jottery people 
after office hours; that certain clerks in tne 
post-office at Washington had been subsidized 
by the lottery company by giving them from 
one to half a dozen tickets every month to ex- 
pedite their mail, and that the Adams Ex- 

ress company receives al] the mail for the 

uisiana Lottery company and delivers 
it to the iottery agent here, with 
the view of breaking the connection 
between the mails ana the Louisiana Lottery 
company’s agents. It was discovered that 
the Louisiana Lottery company’s outgoing 
mail was prepared in the dead of night, 
packed in boxes, hauled from a certain point 
in this city to another certain point, there 
transferred to a dray wagon, and hauled 
thence to the post-office by an ignorant 
darky, who, ot course, knew nothing of the 
contents of the boxes he was hauling. 

J tirmly believe that if Congress will pass 
a law making the offense continuous from 
the point of mailing to the point of receipt 
and intermediate points, and exclude from 
the mails all newspapers containing lottery 
advertisements, this hydra-headed monster 
can be put down.” 


WILL PASS THE ELKCTION BILL. 


That Is Likely to Be the Outcome of the 
Republican Caucus. 
Wasuine7en, D. C., July 11.—[Special.— 
Echoes from the last night’s Republican 
caucus make it pretty certain that an elec- 
tion bill will be passed this session. ‘The 
caucus wasn’t quite ready to take up Senator 
Spooner’s heroic plan to keep forty-three 
Republic Senators on hand and at the proper 
time have the presiding officer refuse to 
recognize the filibusters. There was in 
fact more discussion about the method of 
passing the law than the law itself. The 
general sentiment on this point was healthy 
and the speeches were quite vigorous. 
It was practically agreed that the bill 
should not be passed as it came from the 
House; but that instead the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections should report a 
measure more in accordance with the views 
of the Senate. It was also understood that 
the Tariff bill should not be antagonized. Sig- 
nificant of the change in feeling in the Sen- 
ate was the sense of the caucus on whether 
the rules should be changed. Only five Sen- 
ators recorded themselves against this, 
among them being Edmunds, Ingalls, ana 
Teller. Senator Eamunds regards the prop- 
osition with undisguiseddismuy. He pleaded 
with his colleagues strongly not to 
enter upon such a course. He was 
willing to sit all summer ana wier 
in order to pass the Elecfion bill, 
but he wanted it done under the existing 
order of things. Nevertheless, as Chairman 
of the caucus, it fell to his lot to appoint 
Messrs. Hoar, Spooner, Frye, and Moody. a 
committee to confer with Messrs. Aldrich, 
Sherman, and Ingalls, of the Committee on 
Rules, as to tne best method of procedure. 
Said one of the Senators this afternoon: It 
would break Edmunds’ heart to have us 
change the rules, and there is a strong sen- 
timent against it. Some of those who favor 
the Election bill say we don’t need any 
change. After the bill bas been discussed a 
reasonable time and the purpose of 
tne to obstruct is clear, 
all be necessary will be 
for the presiding officer to fail to 
catch their eyes and let a vote be taken. In 
the opinion of many that woula be a prece- 
aent which wouid answer for similar emer- 
gencies. But in my opinion we had better 
made the change and have a previous ques- 
tion. It isn’t generaliy known, but in the 
early days of the Senate there was a pre- 
vious question. Again, in Benton’s time, 
when tne mempership was hardly half what 
it is now, a bropostuon to reéstablish tne 
previous question came near carrving.” 
Chairman Aldrien of the Committee on 
Rules 1s understood to be against the course 
outlined above. but to favor an amendment 
to the rules to be debated in the usual way, 
and then adopted by tne aid of the presiding 
officer. This, he thinks, would be better than 
a mere ent. But whether the rules be 
changed or only a precedent set it all comes 
to the same thing—the pogo officer of 
the Senate has got to take the bull by the 
horns and refuse to ize Senatorial 
filibusters.

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RECENT DEALS THAT POINT TO THE 
FORMATION OF A TRUST. 


The Vanderbilts and Bankers“ Triangle 
Said to Have Joined Forces—Devel- 
opment of Gould's Scheme to Unite the 
| all way Systems East and 

est—The Milwaukee and St. Paul to 
He Allied with the Northwestern and 
the Alton with the Missouri Pacific. 


The original scheme of the New York 
bankers’ triungie to bring about tne forma- 
tion of a gigantic railway trustappears to be 
nearer realization than had been supposed. 
Ever since uu was demonstrated that rate 
wars could not be prevented through the 
agency of associations or combinations the 
Eastern bankers and railway magnates have 
Deen quietly at work perfecting their 
grand consolidauon or trust scheme. 
Their doings have been guarded with the 
utmbst secrecy. The original intention was 
to Dhve two great trusts between the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific, one controlling the roads 
east of Chicago and the other the roads west 
of this city. The Vanderbilts were to be the 

and front of the Eastern trust and tho 

ers’ triangle—Drexel, Morgan & Co., 
Kiduer, Peabody & Co., and the Baring 
Brothers—aiaea by Gould and Hunting ton, of 
the Western. The withdrawal of Hunting- 
ton spoiled tne Western scheme. 

But the Vanderbilts have gone ahead per- 
_ fecting their vians. During we last year 

they have acquired possession of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railroad, the Big Four rail- 
road system, and several other important 
roads east aad and southeast from Chicago. 
They have secured an interest in the Union 
Pacific and allied the latter with their Chr 
cage and Northwestern and Chicago, St. 
Paul and Omaha systems. 

The success of the Vanderbilts in acquir- 
ing mew roads has ied to a change of 
program on the part of the bankers’ 
triangle, and it is stated that its members 
have lately joined hands with the Vander- 
ils and are aiding the latter in acquiring 
control of the roads west as well as east of 
Chicago. With this énd in view negotiations 
are now in progress whereby the Atchison, 
Topeka ana Santa Fé system, including the 
recentiy added St. Louis and San Francisco 
and Atlantic and Pacilic roads, 1s to be al- 
lied with the Vanderbilt interests. ‘The con- 
trol of the Santa Fé is with Kidder, Peabody 
& Co. and te Barings, und conse- 
quently no great obstacies are 
likely to be encountered in perfecting 
the deal.“ It is also reported that negotiations 
are going on whereby che Milwaukee and St. 
Paul is to be placed under Vanderbilt con- 
trol, and it has been rumored for some time 
that this road is to be amalgamated wito 
the Chicago and Northwestern, one of the 
Vanderbilt properties, before long. 

A number of deals and agréements have 
lately oeen perfected which point to the fact 
tat the properties controlled by tae bank 
ers’ triangle and the Vanderbilt interests 
have or are about to join forces. When 
the Union Pacific-Northwestera deal was 
perfected great indignation was expressed 
by the competitors of those roads, and the 
Rock Island, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Mis- 
souri Pacific, Burlington, and Sante Fé roads 
entered into an agreement to make war on 
the new Vanderbilt combination, but the ill 
feeling has all worn away, and instead of 
fightunge with the Union Pacific and North- 
western combination several friendly ar- 
rangements have lately been made and 
others are contemplated. The Santa Fé, ac- 
cording to good authority, has made an ar- 
rangement with the Union Pacific whereb 
the latter is to build a line from its Uta 
Southern end to a connection witb 
the Santa Fé near Mojave and from that 
point the two roads are to build jointly a line 
to San Francisco, giving each line an outlet 
to that city independent of tne Southern Pa- 
cific. It was the original intention to take 
the latter into the combination, but the con- 
ditions of C. P. Huntington were such as to 
induce the engineers of the trust to leave 
it out of their calculations and provide inde- 
pendent Calitornia outlets. 

Another significant deal is one between the 
Rock Isiand and Union Pacific, whereby the 
jormer gains an entrance into Omaha over 
the Union Pacific’s Missouri River bridge 
aud the latter gets into Texas through Indian 
Territory by securmg the use of the Rock 
Island tracks between Lincoln, Neb., and 
Hutchinson, Kas. “ 

That Gouid is in the scheme is indicated by 
the fact that he permitted the sale of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, in which he heid 
a large interest, to the Atchison, Topexa and | 
Santa Fé, and the arrangement whereby his 
Missouri Pacific, the Rock Island, and the 
Burlington are to have joint use of the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande as a direct outlet to the 
Pacific coast. Negotiations are said to be 
going on whereby the Missouri Pacific 

s to obtain control of the Chicago 
and Alton. Which would give it a 
adirect and independent outlet from St. 
Louis and Kansas City to Chicago, thus 
placing the Gould roads on an equal basis 
with the Rock Islaud, Burlington, and Santa 
Fé, which have through lines from the Far 
West to Chicago.. he consummation of 

these arrangements would place all the prin- 

+ em lines between Chicago and the Missouri 

ver under the control of the Vanderbilts 
and the bankers’ triangle, and enable the 
latter to whip the remaining lines between 

Chicago and the Missouri River into line. 

The ob is not to unite all these railroad 
systems into one gigantic company, but the 
desired object is to be obtained by depositing 
a majority of the stocks and bonas of those 

with the bankers’ triangle, thus givi 

it virtual controi of ali those properties, an 
placing it in a position to direct their finan- 
ciat and trafiic affairs. 


Nothing nas yet occurred to indicate that 
the Pennsylva Baltimore and Ohio, North- 
ern Pacific, and Great Northern (Manitoba) 
systems are to become parties to the bi 
or trust. No attempt, it is believed, will be 
made in that direction for the present, as the 
combination, after the consummation of the 
soheme outlined avove, would probably find 
littie trouble in making friendly arrange- 
ments with those systems for the interchange 
of traffic and maiatenance of rates.

The better class of 
negroes wish race purity and do not seek or de- 
sire social intermingling or intermarriage with 
the whites.. He who counsels social equality or 
intermingling between the races is an enemy of 
both races and a traitor to hisown. Devortation 
of the negroes was denounced and answered as 
unnecessary, unjust, and barbarous. There is 
no race antagonism, no race prejudice, in the 
South. The relations between the races are kind 
and friendly. The whites are attached to the 
negroes and like tosee them prosper, and the 
negroes are conscious that they received their 
language, their religion, and their civilization 
from the whites. There is nothing in the charac- 
ter of the negroes and nothing in the nature of 

tions and feelings existing between the 
races twould prevent their living together in 
ace and barmony on terms of equal freedom. 
ut all thetroubie arises from the political 
jealousy ot the negroes and from the fear of the 
whites that negro rule will be restored and utter- 
ly destroy the new-born progress of the South. 
© true solution of the race problem on a 
just basis lies in a restriction of suffrage, and 
the only just restriction is an educational quali- 
fication. Education sound and thorough benefits 
the negro in every way. and particulariy renders 
him less liable to be involvedin race riots—as 
proved by experience. If the negro was enabled 
to exercise the right of suffrage intelligently all 
danger and apprehension of race trouble would 
cease. 

The South needs help in its proper solution 
and she appeals to the North, not as a méndi- 
cant, but as a sister. The South respects the 
chivairy and philanthropy of the North; and 
she wants your good-will, and your capital, and 
your people.

PECULIAR WAYS OF THE WESTERN 
LAW AGENCY UF CHICAGO, 


Decrees Furnished Unhappy Married Folk 
at a Comparatively Moderate Cost and 
Without’ Pablicity—“Doc ” Sims, Man- 
ager of the Concern, Held to the Feder- 
al Grand Jury on the Charge of Using 
the Mails for Fraudulent Purposes—!n- 
teresting Letters. 3 

“Divorce anywhere—legal, quiet, cheap. 
Western Law Agency, No. 166 North State 
street, Chicago, III.“ 

Tnis advertisement has been running in 
many publications that are not supposed to 
find their way to the best society. Just how 
far the operations of the Western Law 
Agency have extended it is not yet possible 
to state. Its operations have ceased, how- 
ever. It was gathered in by Post-Office In- 
spector Fieming and placed under $3,000 
bonds by United States Commissioner Hoyne 
to answer to the Federal grand jury on the 
charge of using the mails fur frauduient pur- 


poses. * 

The Western- Law Agency is or was 
“Doc” Sims, who signs his name G. R. 
Sims. The alleged fraud for which the mails 
were used consisted in sending bogus di- 
vorces. 

The plan was ingenious and the business 
profitable. The price was $50 for two sheets 
of paper bearing a lot of printed stuff and 
looking for all the world like a genuine de- 
cree of divorce. There was no work con- 
nected with obtaining a decree beyond a 
littie correspondence and the filling of the 
blanks. 

Peopie anxious to be divorced were easily 
tempted: That they should look to a Chicago 
lawyer was not unnatural. fhe Post-Office 
authorities are on the track of a number of 


cases. They have documentary evidence in 


one. Mrs. Annie E. Howard or Elizabeth A. 
Frey ot Uniontown, Pa., opened correspond- 
ence with the Western Law Agency. 

A Sample Letter. 

Under date of April 15 Sims wrote her a re- 
ply. The letterhead im itself is a curiosity. 
It reads: G. R Sims, attorney at law. In- 
tricate and abandoned cases a specialty. 
Suits brought in all courts in the United 
States and Territories. Returns made from 
collecuon department on day of settlement.” 
The letter was as tollows: 

Mrs. Aunie E. Howard, etc.—Dear Madam: 
Your cause for divorce is sufficient, and as you 
are poor I will divide all with you and cut the 
lowest price from $50 to $40; one-half cash in ad- 
vance for costs, balance c. o. d. when I send the 
papers, which I guarantee to do in three or four 
weeks. If this is satisfactory you must proceed 
at once, 80 answer the questions and return to 
me in inclosed envelope, with draft or P.-O. 
order for and I will prepare your petition and 
send you quéstions to swear to, which will be all 
Irequire. References given if desired. Very 
truly, G. R. SIMS. 

Mrs. Howard’s reply is not in the hands of 
the authorities, but April 30 she received an- 
other letter from Sims reiterating that she 
had a good case and guaranteeing a divorce 
in four or six weeks. Mr. Sims was remark- 
ably considerate of the feelings of his client, 
and, perhaps, of his own business, for he 
wrote: 

There will be no publicity whatever, and you 
can keep the matter secret to yourself as long 
as you wish. He will not be notified, conse- 
quently cannot trouble you. 

He“ is the husband and defendant. 

„The usual amount of $25 must accompany 
your question blank,“ wrote the lawyer, 
adding that the remaining $25 would be pay- 
able when the decree was received. 

But Mrs. Howard reminded Sims of his re- 
duction in price, whereupon he wrote an- 
other letter apologizing for his mistake. 

The question biank referred to in one of 
the letters was filled out by Mrs. Howard. It 
was ingeniously gotten up. The letter says: 

The peititioner will be benefited by carefully 
reading the enclosed copy of the law from tae 
U. S. Rev. Statue (sic), which guarantees leg- 
ality todecrees where procured through the 
Probate Court for statutory causes. 
Should the proposition made in the accompany 
ing letter be satisfactory please fill 
this blank 1. and return, and 
from answers to these questions your petition 
wiil be prepared and returned to you to be sworn 
to before any notary public, That is all the 
publicity given, and even he need not read itif 
you do notwish. 

The law in question is quoted on the 
second page of the document and is a good 
blind. It refers only to decrees duly certi- 
tied by the proper officers, giving them valid- 
ity in all States of the Union, but says 
nothing about Probate Courts, which have 
no jurisdicwon in divorce matters. 

Filling Out the Blanks. 

Again, Sims assures the client that there 
will be no publicity, which would be as un- 
pleasant to himself as to her. 

Mrs. Howard or Frey filled out the blanks 
in this way: 

Full name of husband—Lawrence Frey. 
Maiden name of wife—Elizabeth Ann Howard 
When married—Aug. 25, 1887. 

Where married—Greensburg. 

Residence of defendant, if known. 

Residence of complainant—Uniontown. 

How long since you lived together as man and 
wife! —One year and seven months. 

Would defendant be willing to sign papers 
granting the divurce?—Would not. 

State in full all that you have to complain 
about, giving dates as near as possible—(That is 
answered in full). 

The last answer was not written by Mrs. 
Howard. 

The decree is apparently in proper form. 
It purports to be made out in Box Elder 
County, Utah, May 20, 1890, signed oy Henry 
Hammond, Probate Judge, and certified by 
A. A. Abbett, Clerk of the Probate Court. 
It states no cause for the divorce, but simply 
that the allegations were proven to the satis- 
faction of. the court,-the defendant not ap- 
8 and thus confessing his guilt, having 

en duly notified: ~ 

What it was that aroused the good woman’s 
suspicion is not known, but she did not marry 
again, and instead wrote tothe Post-Office 
authorities. in Chicago to find out who G. R. 
Sims was. She sent the letters and decree, 
which are now in the handsof Inspector 
Fleming. 


BRIGHAM Crry, U June 10, 1890.— Mrs. 
Elizabeth A. Frey. niontown, Pa. — Madam: 
Your letter addressed to August A. Abbett, 
Clerk of the Probate Court of Box Elder County, 
Utah, was received by Jonah Mathias, who is the 
Clerk of said court, and by him turned over to 
myself for answer. You have been shamefully 
defrauded in this matter, but you were wrong in 
applying to a Chic divorce lawyer. You no 
doubt have plenty of capable, honest lawyers at 
home who would have told you that probate 
courts in Utah have no jurisdicuon in such 
cases and who would have obtained a decree for 
you that would have been a protection to you in 
case you remarried, provided you had a good 
cause of action.

SOME HARD WORK AHEAD FOB THE 
KANSAS SENATOR, 


Sach Ig the Opinion of Ex-Gov. Osborne— 
An Effort Being Mads to Unite the 
Democrats with the People’s Party and 
the Farmers’ Alliance—Don,Louis Hueller 
“Talks About the Relations Between 
Mexico and the United States. 


Ex-Gov. Osborne, the Republican war- 
horse of Kansas, arrived at the Grand Pacitic 
yesterday. He is as familiar the politic- 
al situation in nis State as well as he is with 
the alphabet, and he is ever willing to give 
his views. 

** Notwithstanding the hot weather,” he 
said last evening, “our politicians are as 
active as if in the midst of acampaign. For 
an off year there is going to be a deal ot ex- 
citement in Kansas next autumn. Senator 
Ingalls’ term is nearly ended and there are 
more aspirants for his seat tham one can 
count in a day. Our famous Senator will 
have a hot fight. He will have to work 
harder than he did to secure his first elec- 
tion, and his friends will be musiered into 
active service. The result will be that Mr. 
Ingalls will serve another term. He will 
not be defeated, yet I think he will 
have few votes to spare. If it were a 
Presidentiai year the Republicans would cast 
a two-thirds vote; but this. can’t be done 
now. It must be admitted that the big Re- 
publican family of Kansas is not without dis- 
cord now, and it is owing to this fac that 
Senator Ingalls will have such a hard battle. 
There will de three fickets in the field—the 
Republican, Democratic, and the People’s. 
The last-named is made up from the Farm- 
ers“ Alliance and will poll a heavy vote. if 
ail the Republicans who belong to the Alli- 
ance would vote the People’s ticket there 
would be a chance of defeating Mr. Ingalls. 
But they will not leave the old party. 

There is still another sideshow that will 
help to make matters more complicated. The 
Republicans who are not in favor of prohibi- 
tion and who want the prohibition amend- 
ment resubmitted to the people will stand 
alone.

The chief, of course, 
is President Diaz. His aim and highest am- 
bition is to better the relauons between the 
two Republics. The Americans in Mexico 
appreciate him, and I have never found one 
who does not have a good word for aim.“

RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE INTER- 
NATIONAL AMERICAN CONFERENCE, 


The President transmits to Congress Two 
_ @Gommauateations from the secretary of 
State in HKegard te the Action of the 
Pan-American Congress—Senetors Dis- 
cuss the Shipping Bills bat Do. Not 
Beach a Vote—Speaker Heed Unable to 
Count a Quorum in the House. . 


Wasurnoton, D. C., July 11.—The Presi- 


dent today transmitted to Congress two com- 
mun.cauons from me Secretary of State in- 
closing in one the report of the action of the 
Interuauonai American Conference conceru- 
ing the protecuon of patents, trade marks, 
and copyrights in commerce between the 
American Republics, and in the ower .he.re- 
rt ot tne action of we game body for tne 
protection of pubiic heaith against 
coniagious diseases. 

Respecting the last-named subject Secre- 
tary Blaine in bis letter says: 

The sanitary officers of the 
United States bave bitherto found great di. 
culty in protecting the pubiic health against 
contagious diseases brought by shipping from 
South America, Central America, Mexico, and 
West Indian ports without restricting the free 
dom of commerce. At certain seasons of the 

eur the quarantine regulauons, which — 

ave been compelied to adopt, save often ol 
an absolute embargo upon communication with 
the tropicai countries where such diseases o 
inate. The same difficulties have been experi- 
enced in s like measure by the neighboring na- 
tons, and sanitary specialists, bota in Euro 
and America, have been for years engaged in 
task of devising some remedy. 

International sanitary conventions were held 
at Rio de Janeiro in 1887, and at Lima, Peru, in 
1889, and were composed of eminent scientists 
who gave the subject the closest investigation. 
At botn these conventions regulations were 
framed for the protection of shipp.cg and of 

rts exposed to infection which agree in all 
their essential provisions. Those of the conven- 
tion of Rio de Janeiro were adopted by Brazil, 
Paraguay, Uruguay, and the Argentine Repub- 
lic, and are now enforced in the ports of those 
nations. The recommendations of the Lima 
conference have not been carried into et- 
fect. Colombia; Venezue and the ns- 
tions of Central and orth America 
were not represented at either convention, but 
they are equally interested in securing the re- 
suits desired; and the international American 
conference recommends the acceptance and en- 
forcement by them of the reguiations of the Rio 
de Janeiro convention, or those adopted at Lima 
as the best systems that have been devised yet 

Upon the subject of international patents 
and trade marks, the Secretary in transmit- 
ting the conclusions of the conference says: 

The South American Congress which met at 
Montevideo in August, . 1883, adopted three 
treaties for the protection of patents, trade- 
marks, and copyrights, which have already been

DISCREPANCI<S IN Sr. PAUL’S RETURNS. 


Charges of Padding in Several Districts of 
| the City. 

Dr. Pavuu, Minn., July 11.— [Special.] — Dis- 
patches from Washington this afternoon 
state that Superintendent Porter has found 
serious discrepancies in the census returns 
from St. Paul. Special Agent Hyde said: 

Some important discoveries have been 
made discrediting the St. Paul census. They 
indicate that fraud has been perpetrated end 
an attempt made to pad tue census returns.“ 

The portfolios for two or three St. Paul 
districts have been lost or mislaid, and Su- 
perintendent Porter today telegraphed Super- 
visor Smith to look them up.

There are some districts that do not appear 
all right. These discoveries we have made 
ourseives while going over the returns. In 
a district, for instance, where the enumera- 
tor has counted from 300 to 400 daily it looks 
as if he was getting along very fast, espe- 
ciaily as the average igs not more than from 
180 to 190 per day.’ 

Referring to this statement Supervisor 
Smith said: the district alluded to is in 
the most thickly populated tenemeut poruon 
of une city. I calied Special Agent Bourdi- 
not’s attention to it when the schedules were 
made up, and showed him the district which 
is tne most densely populated of any in the 
city. The enumerator who had this district 
was a skilled penman, who has worked on 
the directory. He put in fourteen hours a 
day and then failed to get all of the names in 
certain localities.”’

MUCH OF THE WINTER WHEAT GO- 
mn INTO SHOCK. 
Yields Falling Below the Estimates Made 
Before the Uarvest—Dry Weather All 
Over the Country and Corn in 8 Crit- 


Dwienr, III., July 1.—fSpecial.]—The last 
five days have given the country in the 
Northwest and Southwest a very high degree 
of temperature and a rainfall below an aver- 
age, and that only confined to very limited 
areas. These conditions, however, have 
been favorable to the harvesting, thrashing, 
and moving of tne winter-wheat crop, and 
the cutting and securing of the grass crop in 
une order, which promises tobe in most lo- 
calities a good one. 

The oat harvest is also under headway, the 
spring wheat beginning to fill, and the corn 
crop practically at a standstill. 

The general condituons at a corresponding 
week a year ago were practically these: The 
oats generally in shock, wet weather extend- 
ing ali over Ilinois and Indiana, and the 
winter wheat harvest had been unusuaily 
wet. The weather in the spritig wheat belt 
dry and cool. In Kansas and Missouri the 
corn crop was safe from all accidents except 
cyclones and hurricanes. Nebraska gave 
promise of the largest corn crop on record; 
excelient prospects for corn in Lilinois, Iowa. 
Indiana, ana Ohio. All things considered, 
the weather was seasonable and the general 
crop prospects of the country excellent. 


Winter Wheat Harvest. 

As the harvest advances and thrashing 
progresses the winter wheat crop does not, 
as a whole, pan out as well as was expected. 
Three weeks ago ine State of Kentucky was 
strongly of the opinion that from the staud 
of the wheat and the size of the shocks after 
it had been harvested the crop was 


ing to turn out better than had been 1 i 


ed. Reports from Louisville, which covers 
points in Kentucky and on the raiiroads in 
Southern Ind ana tributary to that market, 
say that thrashing machines show very dis- 
appointing results. One report from fifty 
crops which have just been thrashed shows 
that the average will not amount to over 
60 per cent. Wheat that ought to weigh from 
sixty to sixty-two pounds per measured 
bushel is coming in weighing only from fifty 
to fifty-six and a half pounds. These re- 
sults are very disappointing. 

Three reasons are assigned forthis unex- 
pected outcome—First, tne cold weather in 
March; second, the grain louse, which de- 
rived its sustenance from the sap in the 
growing wheat, and attacked it very much 
earlier this year than last; and, lastly, that 
the weatner turned so exceedingly hot the 
latter part of dune that it matured the 
wheat more rapidly than it shouid have done. 

Farmers’ very generally are putting up 
temporary bins in which to store their grain, 
declining to accept present prices. This is 
something very unusual for farmers in this 
section of tne winter wheat belt todo. Ken- 
tucky farmers seldom stack their wheat, but 
thrash from the shock and sell. 

Tennessee thrashing reports show this 
week the yield much lower than was antici- 
pated. The Middle Tennessee wheat is grad- 
ing high. In other portions of me State, 
however, the qual ty is not as good. There 
will be scarcely any wheat shipped from tuis 
State. In fact, millersare now making in- 
quiries from the nor rn portion of the 
wheat belt for wheat to start up weir mills. 


Texas 

In Northern Texas wheat 1s being thrashed 
now from the shock, yielding from five to 
twelve bushels. This is a yield considerabiy 
under expectations. The crop will move 
quite freely at present price, which is 80 
cents a busbel. 

Northern Kansas reports that farmers are 
thrashing and stacking as fast as possible. 
Very little wheat offering for sale. 

In Southern Kansas wheat is not turning 
out as well as expected. The yield per acre 
varies greatly; some crops as low as five 
bushels and others as high as seventeen. 
Farmers do not seem inciined to rush their 
wheat to market. 

in Southern Missouri the continued dry 
weather enabled the farmers to thrash 
freely from the shock. At the same time 
littie wheat is moving. There seems, to be 
an unusually large amount of chess mixed 
with the wheat. 

Mieh'gan. 

Farmers baye commenced cutting wheat 
this week in Michigan. The weather has 
been dry, and, in favt, all that could be asked 
for the cutting and the securing of the crop. 
The straw is large; little thrashed from 
shock, but itis thought that thrashing will 
commence next week, and the movement 
will be quite free, as there is a good demand 
for wheat from country mill s. 

In Northern Onio fully tnree-fourths of the 
wheat is now in the shock. Generally speak- 
ing the quality is good. The quantity, 
however, very moderate. In Southern 
Ohio farmers are thrashing but iit- 
tle. The crop was got up in good condition, 
but the yieid is not as large as was expected. 
The heads are short and About one-third 
cheat. There is more or less shriveled wheat, 
which was the result of the wet weather fol- 
lowed by the hot sun while the wheat was in 
bloom. This injured the crop a great deal. 


Indiana. 


In Northern Indiana wheat is now all in 
shock. Little bas been stacked as yet. Not 
more than half an average crop, however, is 
looked for. Southern Indiana reports the 
thrashing out of the shock is 
very general. The quality of the 
grain is much like the appearance of the 
growing plant before cutting—that is, very 
spotted and rreguiar. Some millers report 
that they have already ground some of the 
new crop, and find lots of wheat in which 
tne bran is thin, middiings iarge and easily 
hanuled, flour white and strong. The quality, 
however, is not uniformly good, and cheat is 
more abundant than usual. The crop as a 
whole will not exceed in Southern Indiana 
one-half as compared with last season. 


New York and Penn«yivan a. 


Harvest is well under way in Pennsylvania 
and farmers will have the crop practically 
secured this week. It is not as well filled 
and the yield is not going to be as large as 
was expected. 

In Western New York no wheat has been 
cut yet, but harvest will commence uext 
week.

Tilinots. 


In Southern and Central Illinois thrashing 
has been quite general this week, but at 
present prose most of the wheat will go into 
stack. The extreme bot weather of the last 
week in June matured the wheat too fast, 
and the samples will not be as good as hoped 
for. Taking tne best winter wheat counties 
in both Southern and Central L[ilinois, the 
yields per acre are not turning out as large 
as were expected. In fact, judging 
from the straw and general appear- 
ance of the crop that was left standing, 
the final outcome is a disappointment. These 


results are plainly traceable to tne effects of 


the Hessian fly, which has been work ng in 
the wheat more largely this season than for 
many previous ones. 

Spring Wheat, 

The most trying days on the spring wheat 
crop this year in Dakota and Minnesota were 
Saturday and Sunday. A not south wind 
shriveled the wheat and oats. Prospects up 
to this time were unusually oright. Reporis 
of damage in South Dakota vary all the way 
from 25 to 30 per cent. The spring wheat 
crop in this section has made a remarkably 
quick growth. This commenced the 20th 
of May, the ‘date of the first rain. 
Since then very forcing weather up to 
the 25th of June. The oldest inhabitant 
never saw anything like the growth of ail 
kinds of vegetation. Since June 25 a few hot 
days and only afew local showers that did 
not extend over any great extent of country. 
The damage to the spring wheat crop has 
been done so quickly and in such a short time 
that few have realized it. Many fields Will 
not make half a crop, while otbers will give 


a fair yield with good weather from this time 


gf N t ks 
wo weeks ago promised from 
fifteen to eighteen bushels per acre now do 
not give promise of more than ten busheis 
per acre on the av at the outside. 
There is considerable complaint also in 
some sections of the Dakotas of the wheat 
belag thin and uneven. In Normern Dakota 
the reports are better.

intense heat of last week is 
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ably well. 

The effects of this dry weather are more 
plainly visible in the sou hůõrn portion of the 
corn belt chan in tue central and northera. 
What promised to ve a large crop in Texas 
hus now been cut dowo to @ fair one. The 
prospects in Kentucky and Tennessee for 
corn are poor. Southern Indiana, Ohio, and 
Illinois have suffered more or less, and are 
greatly 10 need of rain today. The corn has 
been hurt some in Kansas and Missouri, In 
Central Illincis the corn has held its own 
fairly well. In Iowa the uation is the 
same as in IIIinois, and Nebraska has not 
suffered matenaliy. Tue facts plainly show 
that, while no material damage has been 
done yet, another week of dry weather sim- 
ilar to that which we huve been passing 
through the present week would materially 
cut down tne average yield of the bulk, of the 
crop in the corn belt. 

Very little old cora is being offered at the 
present time at interior points. Tae majority 
of the farmers are, holding in order to see 
how the new crop will mature. 

Oats. 

The oat harvest to a limited extent has 
commenced. The development so far full 
confirms all that has been said with regar 
to the failure, unevenness, and generally 
poor prospects and final outcome of this crop 
as compared with the three previous ones. 
All that can be said in its favor is that where 
it is fit to cut it bas been secured without any 
damage from rain. Ihe coming week will 
see tne oat harvest in full blast. The hot 
weather r:pened up the crop rapidly, and 
there is every prospect that the grain will be 
light in weight, to say nothing about the 
small yield per acre,

Michigan’s Apple Crop a Failure. 

Lanstne, Mich., July 11.—[Special.j—On 
the heels of the estimate that Michigan’s 
wheat crop will be 4,000,000 bushels short the 
Bureau of Farm Statistics announces that the 
indications are that the apple crop in the 
State will not exceed half an average crop. 
The extent showing is 48 per cent in the 
southern counties, 64 in the central, and 58 
in the northern. Maay correspondents re- 
port that apples have aearly all fallen trom 
the trees and that the crop will be a total 
failure. The outlook for peaches is hardly 
more — 1 all the peach- growing coun- 
ties showing a big loss in percentage since a 
mor th ago.

3 July 11.—R. G. Dun & o.’s 
weelkiy review of the business situation 
says: ‘In spite of the usual midsummer 
duiiness, aggravated this year by excep- 
tionally bot wéather, the volume of business 
continues larger for the season than in any 
previous year, and in all quarters bigh hopes 
are stimulated by excellent crop reports. 
The Bank of Engiand lost $2,160,000 goid last 
week, the Bank of Germany $2,490,000, and 
the Bank of France $1,245,000, in ali 85, 805, 000 
in a week, and it bas been decided to call 
over $5,000,000 gold from this country, the 
first) shipments being made today. With 
scanty reserves here on which to begin the 
fall movement, and moaey tight at Boston 
and active at Philadelphia, and in sharp de- 
mand at Chicago at 6 per ceat on call, the 
prospect is less clear than it, has been, 
though rates here are comparatively steady. 

From many Northwestern cities special re- 
ports show distinct improvement in trade be- 
cause of crop prospects, which St. Paul calis 
the best for years. Yet prices of wheat have 
avanced 1}¢ cents on sales of 15,000,000 bush- 
els, corn 14% cents on sales of 17,000,000 bush- 
els, and oats half a cent, while cotton is un- 
cuanged, with moderate dealings. Hogs and 
lard are higher, with potatoes and eggs, but 
oil is two gents lower, and the absence of 
buyers causes disappointment in coffee, 
though prices are held. Slow consumption 
of sugar is also noticed. But the general 
_average of prices has advanced fully 1 per 
cent. , 

“The more important branches of manu- 
facture show hesitauon. Wool receipts are 
large at Boston, but manufacturers ao not 
buy freely. At Phiiadelphia duilness reigns, 
and Western markets are weaker, though 
still too high for the views of most manu 
facturers. No chance is seen for improve- 
ment io prices ok ry and the heavy im- 
ports are expected to keep prices down for 
the rest of the vear. 

„In the iron business the buoyancy antici- 
pated at Philadelphia does not appear; there 
and here pressure to realize keeps the mar- 
ket weak. Pittsburg notes no loss in price, 
but a slower movement. 

* The leather industries are in better shape. 

“Coal is dull and weak, the recent ad- 
vance being princivaliy on paper and the 
halt-year’s output being within 1,000 tons of 
Lhe ont put last year. 

“ Copper, tin, and lead continue strong. 

“Reports from all quarters are hopeful. 
Midsummer dullness prevails at Boston, in- 
creased by monetary stringency, and at 
Philadelphia and Pittsburg by the fact that 
higher wages have been conceded to iron- 
workers though higher prices for products 
do not seem obtainable. Chicago reports a 
larger movement than last year’s in ail 
grain and meats, in wool, and in 
Gry goods, with easy and prompt col- 
lections, a very good trade in ciothing, 
and better than last year ip boots and shoes. 
St. Louis finds trade above the average, we 
extreme hot weather having passed, but at 
Kansas City trade is Nght and collections 
are poor because of drought. Milwaukee nas 
a heavy local trade, Omaha a large trade and 
bright prospects, and Minneapolis a stronger 
market for flour, while the lumber conven- 
mon has advanced prices of low grade lum 
ber $1 per 1,000. At Detroit travelers report 
good fall orders and at Cleveland all trades 
are better than a year ago. The giass works 
are closed at Pittsburg, but stocks are mov- 
ing fairly, and a scarcity of miners is felt in 
the coal business there. 

„The traffic of railroads is still very large, 
for the last week of June about 8 per cent, 
and for the month about 11 per cent above 
last year’s, While the few reports for July 
show still larger gains. -Receiverships for 
the half year covered but $47.000,000 of 
stocks and bonds of 1,380 miles, while fore 
closures for the haif-year covered $92,000,000 
of stocks and bonds on 1,930 miles of road. 
The steady growin of the country is illus- 
trated in National bank reports, showing an 
increase since 1880 of 66 per cent ia the num- 
ber of banks, 87 per cent in deposits, ana 90, 
per cent in loans. 

“The business failures occurring through- 
out the country during the last seven days 
number 197, as compared with 199 last week. 
For the corresponding week of last year the 
figures were 209. 


LONDON I8 A DISf£URBING FACTOR. 


The Britishers Are Piaying the Mischief 
with American Specualatien. 

Nsw York, July 11.—[Special.]—When 
Wall street resumea business last Monday 
after three days’ recess there was no ap- 
pearance of the revived activity that had 
been expected. The bulis, in fact, had to en- 
counter and explain a decrease of some §2,- 
000, 000 in reserves shown in the bank state- 
meut of Saturday last. But if speculanon 
was dull prices were steady, and even 
showed a certain amount of strength when it 
became known that the Conference Commit- 
tee of the two Houses of Congress had agreed 
on a silver measure, and that the prospects 
of its passage were extremely favorable. 
Although the street“ has to a great extent 
lost interest in silver legisiauon or faith in 
its efficiency as a bull factor, the general im- 
pression was favorable both as to che pre- 
sumabie effects ana to the somewhat con- 
servative cuaracter of the measure itself. In 
spite, therefore, of the torrid weather, which 
nuturally tended to discourage activity, the 
market durmg the first two days of the 
week showed a tenaency to harden, which 
was increased by bullish manipulation in a 
few stocks, of which Lackawanna and New 
Engiand were the chief examples. 

But the effective influence in the market this 
week came from the other side of the ocean. 
rhe long and extensive inflation which Lon- 
don has fostered in securities and invest- 
ments in the Argentine Republic is on the 
point of succumbing. The news from Buenos 
Ayres indicates that the break-down of 
credit cannot be longer averted, and the 
London market is accordingly preparing it- 
self for the collupse. This naturally in- 
volves the lighten.ue of financial burdens 
of all kinds, and to it can be ascribed the 
recent persisteat selling by London of stocks 
in this market. As the crisis approaches 
tne tendency in question becomes even 
more pronounced. Accordingly Wednesday 
last London and Continental interests threw 
over large blocks of St. Paul, Louisville, 
Union Pacific, and other stocks, completely 
arresting the bullish tendencies which the 
New York market bad previously displayed. 
There was a lull Thursday in me foreign 
pressure, and the covering of shorts by the 
room bears was sufficient to rally the list a 
littie and to permit a renewal of the advance 
in Lackawanna. But the announcement be- 
fore the close of the ddy of the engagement 
of $1,000,000 gold for shipment was an un- 
pleasant reminder that this market will be 
put under contribution to meet the liquida- 
tion with which London must repay its South 
American losses. 

While, under the circumstances, London is 
a disturbing factor in this market, it is ar- 
gued that the breasing up of the Argentine 
in ation will, in the end, inure te the benefit 
ot Wall street, as the tide ef investment and 
speculation which has been diverted from 
American interests will probably turn once 
more in this direction. Indeed, Friday’s 
market showed that something of this kind 
was already beginning, as London was a 
buyer of stocks to a small extent.

Baint-Amand has given us is ma measure 
incomplete. We are introduced to her at the 
solemn moment of the birth of her first son, 
and take leave of her on the dread occasion 
of her entrance to the Tuileries. 

We are bringing the baker, the baker’s 
wife, and the baker’s little boy,“ shouted the 
mad fish-women as they dragged the wretch- 
ed royal family on that journey of seven 
hours, that step to the scaffold. e should 
like to have known her as a young girl in the 
gay court of Vienna, and so attached do we 
become to tne unfortunate woman, the victim 
of sins not her own, that we would fain fol- 
low her te the last. 

How nobly this daughter of the haughty 
Hapsburgs carried herself amid ali the deg- 
redations and insults that were heaped on 
her! She was not more imposing and ma- 
jestic in the splendid entertainments given 
tor the Grand Dude Paul of Russia in 1782 
than when at the cry of the populace she 
stood alone on the baicony at V in 
October. 1789. 

A thrill passes over one as he reads that at 
the sight of such courage me raging brutes 
below, who a moment before bad been curs- 
ing ber and threatening to Kill ner shouted: 
Vive la Reine!“ 

M. Samt-Amand devotes several chap- 
ters to that most extraordinary of ail 
plots, the affair of tue diamond necklace. 
The world now fully exonerates Marie 
Antoinette from all knowledge or part in the 
business. It seems meredible that Cardinal 
de Roban, the roué, me man of the worid, 
should have been such an out-and-out sim- 
pleton. Mme. la Motte, an adventuress, 
used him as a tool and managed him by the 
most childish artifices. liostro, that 

ince of humbugs, twisted around his 
ttle finger. Between them they made aim 
believe chat the Queen, Marie Antoinette, 
N and beautiful, who had not spoken to 
im for eight years because she abborred 
him so, whose mother, Maria Theresa, had 
requested his recall from her court at Vienna. 
was in love with him, a broken-down, baid- 
beaded old rake. Between them they whee- 
dlea large sums of money from him—for the 
Queen of course, and finaily they induced 
him to buy the diamond necklace. In de- 
scribing this celebrated neckiace and giving 
its history M. Saint-Amand, strange to say, 
omits its interesting origin. It was ordered 
by Louis XV. for the infamous Du Barry. 
It was to be the most superb necklace the 
worid had ever seen. His death before its 
completion threw it back on the hands of 
the jewelers, Boehmer and Bassenge, who 
then offered it to Marie Antoinette. She de- 
clined to buy it on account of the expose. 
The story is wo well-known to need re- 
hearsing. But it showed that the revolution 
Was already bubbling up when the bench 


ot judges refused to vindicate the honor of 


the Queen, ana to punish her insulters by 
convicting De Rohan. He was acquitted 
Without even a reprimand for dis pre- 
sumption. 

From the time of the affair of the necklace 
Marie Antoinette (called Dame Deficit by her 
enemies) was never to know another realiy 
happy moment. Then clearly the hatred of 
the people manifested itself in the joyful 
acclamations with which they received the 
acquitted Cardinal. Shortly after this the 
first hiss in tne theater was heard at her ap- 
pearance. It was the first murmur of the 
deluge which neither Necker, nor Lafayette, 
nor Mirabeau was able to check. Certain! 
the good, mild, utterly fatuous Louis XV 
Was powerless before it. Saint-Amand tuinks 
that it Louis had been greaf he might have 
beid the helm and guided the revolution, 
and Says that he ought to have done anything 
rather than call the Assembly. 

The following comparison seems to us un- 
fortunate: 

Why 1s it that in ourown days Alexander II. 
succeeded in bringing about peacefully one of 
the most important modern reforms—namely: 
we emancipation of the serfs? Because be was 
able to dispense with calling an assembly. Sup- 
* the Czar had convoked the States-General 
u order to carry out his program; in a few 
months Russia would have been overthrown. 
Why is the great nation now so powerful? Be- 
cause its ruler has never listened to the foolish 
phrase: “ A sovereign reigns and does not gov- 
ern.” Reform, instead of rising from below, 
came down from on high, and hence was accom- 
plished so speedily and so gioriousiy. 

One glance at me Russia of today answers 
this argument and reconciles one even to the 
French Revolution and the death of the un- 
31 a Anvoinette.

This is a subject of never-failing interest 
today. France first feit the strange influ- 
ence of this Siavic people, and then the cult 
leaped, as it were, over tue ocean and came 
to this country, bardiy touching Engiand on 
the way. Howells maintains that the Rus- 
sians ve a stronger affinity to us than to 
any other nation. This seems paradoxical 
It must be a case of extremes meeting when 
a@resemblance and affinity are discovered be- 
tween a people suffering under we most ex- 
treme despotism and a people rejoicing in 
the greatest freedom. 

In this charming little book we look 
at Russia u a triple glass. The book 
is trauslated by a Cificago lady, Mrs. Fanny 
Haie Gardiner, from the Spanish of Emilia 
Pardo Bazan, who in turn, not knowing 
Russian, bas become familar with we 
Russian literature through French transla- 
wons-—truly a roundabout way for us 
Americans to enter tne realms of Russian 
tuougut. To got a complete idea ot anything 
it is bettér to at a distance from tue ob- 
ject, so, perhaps, Emilia Bazan, removed so 
completely from Russian influences by all 
the oarriers of distance, language, d:ffer- 
ences of climate, and ages of tradition, is 
better qualified to present to us u fair picture 
of her subject than even a Russian. Tour- 
génief himself said that be went to Paris in 
order to study his beloved Russia the better. 
Certainly the author seems mostsympathetic, 
appreciative and discriminating. She speaks 
of Russia as “a nation civilized by vio- 
leuce,“ a nator that has at bottom un ele- 
ment of passionate melancholy bornof just 
and noble aspirations crushed by fatal cir- 
cumstances.” 

There isa curious manifestation of the 
author's natuovality Where she speaks of the 
German provinces of Russia as being as irri- 
tating tothe Russians as was that of the 
Fiemings to the Spaniards under Charles V. 
and says that they are similarly petted and 
protected by the Government. This is a 
lifting of the curtain and a glimpse at the 
other side of the question which will at least 
cause readers of Motley to smile. And here 
is astill more characteristic paragraph: 

But even more aggravating to the Russian 
[than is the German] is the Jewish usurer. who 
since the Middle Ages has fastened himself like 
a leech upon producer and consumer, and who, 
if he does not borrow or lend, begs; and if be 
does not beg carries on some suspicious busi- 
ness. 

During the Middle Ages n used to do 
the service for the world of Durning these 
human leeches,“ so preventing their trans-

One cannot fail to be imvressed on reading 
of mese Russian writers with ine terrible fate 
that seems to overtake so many of them. It 
is perhaps too strong to it insanity, 
and et is what it amounts 

; ead of Gogol. A religious 
melancholy, mat most incuradle of manias, 
extinguished his intellectual light. Wao does 
not know VDostolewsky’s sad end And now 
Tolstoi seems treading the same dark path. 
It is ine effect of despotism and repression 
on strong intellects. Love of country, hatred 
of its wrongs and despair of redressing 
tnem seem to unsettle their sensitive, high- 
strung minds. 

No one can read this volume without being 
charmed and instructed. It appears to be 
very well translated, the Engiish rendering 
being forceful and clear. It is bubiisned in 
very good taste, its good taste being shown 
in — simplicity. (Chicago: A. C. McClurg 
& Co.) 


Recent Novels. 
“ The Broughton House,” by Bliss Perry, 
is a story of New Engiand life, strong and 
well written, but leaving a decidediy dis- 
agreeable impression on the reader's mind. 
The two principal men are both entirely ang 
unpleasantiy wicked, and their cold, calcu- 
lating deviltry causes the poor little heroine 
to commit suicide. 
The atmdsphere of the book is dreary, yet 
there is so much artistic power in the narra- 
tion that one reads to the end, dispieased yet 
interested. (New York: Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. ) ' 
Mme. Bigot (Mary Healy) takes us into 
quite different scenes. m tbe crude air 
of New Englana we go to the mellow atmes- 
bere of fashionable Paris society, where an 
talian Duke, a beautiful, rich, and heartless 
American girl, and a young French artist 
play the principal parts. And the play turus 
out to be a tragedy, for surely there are few 
more tragic things than sorrow and misery 
caused by vanity and selfishness. The Amer- 
ican girl loses her wealth, we Italian Duke 
throws her over, whereupon she marries 
without loving the young artist. All mignt 
still have gone wellif she had had a grain 
of goodness in her. But tine author denied 
her any saving virtue. The end is ineyita- 
dle. Sue becomes dissatistied with poverty 
and departs with the, ever-attendant Duke. 
And the next seen of her is when at the end 
of ber miserabie life her husband finds her 
and makes easy her repentan death-bed. 
The story is well told and good reading for 
an idle summer alternoon. The volume is 
simply end daintily bound. (Chicago: A. C. 
McUlurg & Co.) 
The scene of Stolen America,“ by Isabel 
Henderson Floyd, is laid in Bermuda. The 
main incident of the narrative is very dra- 
matic, though not new. The hero and heroine 
visit a subterranean ¢avern, where their 
torch goes out and their matches drop into 
the water, so that they are left in total dark- 
ness in a strange cave. We have yet to fiod 
an autnor who allows his hero and heroine 
to perish in such a situation, which wouid be 
the most probabie fate for real people. This 
author follows in the beaten track and res- 
cues her characters when they are at the 
point of death. But then they are such un- 
real peopie that one cannot be surprised that 
unreal things happen to them. The story is, 
however, entertaining and readable. (New 
York? Cassell Pubiishing Co.) 
“Fabiao Dimitry,” by Edgar Fawcett, is in 
tone very much like the other books of this 
autnor. The plot is quite improbable, the 
characters are quite unreal, and the atmos- 
here is quite miasmatic. The heroine is a 
ieptomasiac. The hero saves ber from dis- 
grace by taking hersins upon himseif and 
committing suieide. The Story takes place 
mainly in New York. The best poiat about 
the book is the clever drawing on the cover. 
(Chicago: Rand, McNally & Co.)

JOHN BULL’S EYE Is OB Us. 


He Sends Over Two of His Best Torpedo 
Boats. 

Ha.irax, N. S., July 8.—Some time ago the 
Admiralty decided to send out torpedo boats 
to Halifax to strengthen the defensive pow- 
ers of une port, and docks were constructed 
in view of the advent of these miniature war 
vessels. The boats chosen were Nos. 61 and 
62, and they arrived here this morning in 
company with the troopship Tyne. 

These are the first torpedo boats ever on 
this station, and they, are attracting much 
attenton. They were commissioned June 3, 
witha complement of sixteen officers and 
men to each boat. The start from Sheerness 
was made June 7. Portsmouth and Torquay 
were called at and brief stays made at each, 
and Piymvutb was reached June 10. The two 
boats sailed from Piymouth with the troop- 
ship Tyne June 13, and made Queenstown 
after a rough passage the next day, June 14. 

After clearing tne harbor of Queenstown 
the Tyne took tne two torpedo boats in tow 
and made a good run for six miles, When a 
thick fog was encountered which caused de- 
lay. June B a gale spramg up. The com- 
mander of one of the torpedo boats tells this 
story of the voyage: “ The sea in a short 
time was running sufficiently high to make 
the pitching and rolling of the boats very 
uncomfortabie. Capt. Goodrich of the Tyne 
then began using oil to break the force of 
the sea and so enable the boats to ride 
more easily. The oil did all that was required 
of it, and things began to be more comforta- 
ble. Some idea of the force of the sea may 
be estimated from the fact that in one 
night thirty gallons of oil were used before 
any effect was produced. Tuesday, June 17. 
during a lull the boats were run alongside 
the Tyne and coaled and watered. bree 
days later, when things were at their worst, 
Capt. Goodrich made the signal: The 
worst of the weather over; Captain, officers, 
and men of the Tyne sympathize with the 
officers and crews of the boats in their great 
discomfort.’ 

»The signal was fully appreciated. by all 
hands and tended to raise our spirits con- 
siderably. By Sunday morning, June 22, 
the weather had moderated sufficiently to 
enabie us once more to supply the boats with 
cual and water, but by8 p. m. the weather 
became so bad that No. 61, the stearnmost 
boat, carried away its towing hawser, 
and with 360 feet of three-and-one-haif- 
inch wire was forced to ride out the 
gale by itself. Meanwhile, on board the Tyne, 
the greatest anxiety prevailed as the iignts 
of No. 61 on several occasions, especially dur- 
ing heavy hail squalls, disappeared, and ut 
was feared that it was in a bad way. A con- 
sultauon was held as to the advisability of 
turoing the Tyne and putting back to its re- 
lief, but this was found to be impracticabie, 
as any attempt in that direction would im- 
peril ine safety of No. 62. che boat in tow. 
Had it been required, no lifeboat could have 
been sent to the assistance Of No. 61, with 
any chance of liv.ag against the sea that 
was running. As may be imagined, it was 
no small relief to those on board the Tyne to 
find No. 61 safely under the ship’s lee in the 
wep * 

* By Monday, June 23, at noon, the wind 

and sea had both abated, and tne following 
moroing, No. 61 having once more been taken 
in tow, the wea.ver was 80 improved as to 
allow a good run being made On that and the 
succeeding day.“ 
Torpedo boats Nos. 61 and 62, which are in 
many respects similar to the United States 
torpedo boat Cushing were built by Yarrow 
& Co. at Poplar, London, in 1886. They are 
125 feet.in length and 13 feet in breadth, and 
have a trial displacement of sixty-two tons. 
They draw forward 1 foot 7 inches, aft 6 feet 
8 inches. They have a coal capacity of eigh- 
teen tons, and can Gormer speed of nine- 
teen knots ana about 60 indicated horse 
power. Their armament consists of five tor- 
pedo ns, two tnree-pounder Hotchkiss 
guick-firing guns, two two-barreled Norden- 
feidt guns, and tney carry an electric search 
light. whe Tyne brought out eighty men for 
the West Hiding Reg: ment.

In the Commonwealth for the present month 
is an article by William Littieford, M. A., on 

The American Israelite,” which is written 
in so liberal a spirit that it is a service to hu- 
man fellowship to ald in the diffusion of its 
Statements and conciusions. 

The writer inquires into the causes of tne 
prejudice existing against the Jews, the de- 
gree to which it exists, and we probabilities 
of its eventuaily dying out. 

On the first part of the inquiry u was not 
necessary to waste time, as every one knows 
that the vague feeling of dishke and dis- 
trust now entertained in some countries to- 
ward wwe Jews may be traced to the viotent 
and bigoted hatred of the middie ages, when 
the Christian nations undertook the con- 
quest of Jerusaiem..This fervor strangely re- 
sembied that which Lover discovered in his 
amiabie tellow-countrymen, the Irish, who 
have a habit of 

Fightin’ each other for conciliation, 

And murtherin’ each other for the love of God. 

Faith was tbe watchword of Western chiv- 
alry, and to te doughty marauders of me 
Crusades the unbeliever, wheter at home or 
in Palestine, was a dog. Thea began those 
persecuuons of the Jews which have lasted 
in some form or other to the present day, 
The oid bigoted spirit now shows its fangs 
occasionally in Germany and Russia. The 
Jew tound himself in the middle ages what 
the Christian was in Rome ten centuries. be 
fore—s nated and despicabie object: 

It seeme as if the natural impulses of men’s 
hearts were perverted by a doctrine. Hatred of 
these people became a religious duty. Bigotry 
was a habit, not an attribute. Crueity was a 
custom, not an inciinawuon. For a Jew the gen- 
tlest Christian heart could entertain the most 
Humanity became inoculated with 
the virus of fanaticism. Christendom was pos- 
sessed of an uaciean spirit. The demon ot ber- 
secution rioted throughout the length and 
breadth of Europe. 

: The Changing World. 

But that old story of the pastis not inter- 
esting now. Cpurchiy tyranny was split 
into fragments by the Reformation, and on 
the ruins men rose to “a wider view and a 
purer air.” As tne faith of Christians weak- 
ened—that is to say, widened—wey saw ‘ne 
kinship of humanity; out mey still retained 
in their hearts tne sediment of old hatred, 
which is prejudice. As faith faded numan 
love grew. The Jew himself underwent 
changes. He has abandoned bis belief in tne 
advent of a personal Messiah and the return 
of tne chosen people to the Holy Land; he 


savage bate, 


and he is loyal to that country of which he 
is a citizen. 

There is practically no religious difference 
low between Jews andGentiles. Many mem- 
bers of these once violently opposed divisions 
are freethinkers, who, when whey see fit to 
organize, join hands in metagnostic co 
gations like that of Felix Adler of New York 
or the Evhbical Society of Chicago, or the 
Positivist Society of Frederic Harrison in 
London. 

Omer reasons than religious ones must de 
found for whatever dislike the Gentiie of to- 
day entertains for the Jew. Mr. Lattieford 
undertakes to find inese reasons, and he 
condenses his discoveries in this paragrapno: 

To summarize, the prejudice against our He- 
brew fellow-citizens in the United States is 
chiefly referable to traditional dislike, a heritage 
from ancestors who found Satanic pleasure in 
hating and persecuting the minority siways, and 
especially the Jews; but the feeling is also due 
in part to lesser causes—the comparatively re- 
cent arrival of the Jew in this ntry, bis Ger- 
man habits, so different from the prevailing Ea- 
glish tastes, his distinct facial characteristics, 
his great success in business, excit the en- 
vious to fan against him the dying Hames of 
medigvali hate; the objectionable traits of some 
uncultured Heorews, whose wealth enables them 
to make themselves offensively conspicuous, and 
lastly, tne strange doctrine that foroids the Jew 
to feei for the Gentile the tender passion of love. 


Harmonizing Inflaence« 


To what degree this feeling exists in the 
United States Mr. Littleford is unable to de- 
termine. Quiet, personal investigation b 
one from whom it is not likely to bide itself 
can alone detect its presence. Jew can- 
not do this, says the writer; the Gentile cun. 
He goes on: 

In the public schools, where the young people 
of all classes meet on an equal footing, the 
children of Jewish and non-Jewish parents as- 
sociate together, for the most part without 
thought of race or religious differences, Boys 
and girls disdain conventionalty. Their likes 
and dislikes are prompted by the impuises of 
their hearts, unrestrained by the artificial dic- 
tates of a groundiess i ag The Gentile 
youtb, as a rule, cares not for the creed or an- 
cestry of his Hebrew schoolmate, and 
between them often exists that affection- 
ate friendship which belongs to life's per- 
fumed morning, end fades, when the day grows 
apace, like the exhalations of the dawn. They 
visit each others homes, study together, and 
often eat and sleep together, and are happiest 
‘when one bas his arm about the otmer’s sboul- 
ders. Butin due time society gives to the Gen- 
tile the frum of the tree of conventionality, and 
he eats thereof and thinks his eyes have been 
opened; and thereafter, in most cases, he avoids 
associating intimately with a class of his fellow- 
citizens whose society would have afforded him 
much genuine pleasure. because his Ciristian 
neighbors do not associate with them. 

Here the question suggests itself whether 
the barrier complained of by Mr. Littieford 
1s raised by the Gentiles. He seems to take 
it tor granted that such is (he case, and yet a 
few pages back ward in his essay he speaks 
of “the strange doctrine that forbids the 
Jew to feel tor the Gentile the tender passion 
of love.“ Is not this sufficient to acconat for 
the parting of Hebrews und Gentiles when 
they emerge from childhood and stand at 
tne portals of marriage? And as such part- 
ings are brought about by parental influence 
is it just to infer that such influence is exer- 
cised solely by Gentile parents? 

In other words, is not the social isolation 
of Hebrew families of their own cboosinz, 
and traceable toa religious repugasace to 
intermarriage with Gentiles

Look around. There are several Hebrews 
in everyone’s experience who have entered 
fully into American lite. They have married 
Gentiles, the ceremony being ia all probabil- 
ity a civil one. There is no prejudiceagainst 
such men among their Gentile associates.

Have Taken No Part—Charging State 
Officers with Extravagance and Ine 
ciency. 

Cotumara, 8. C., July 9—[New York 
Times. |—Politics is at a whiteheatin South 
Carolina. It is politics here, there, and 
everywhere. You read pages of it in 2 
newspapers, you hear it discussed at the 
clubs, at the table, and on the farm, and 
every group of street loungers is talking— 
politics. 

The contest that is waging is between 
Democratic politicians and the farmers. No 
Republicans need apply. It is a bitter fight. 
The two factions have deen denominated 
“Tillman” and Anti- ” from the 
fact that Capt. Tillman is the life and the 
torce of the Farmers movement,” which 
is waeing tne battle against the Democratic 
administration. In the ranks of each faction 
are men so prejudiced and so intolerant that 


they can see nothing good in the element of 
the Democratic party to which they are op- 
posed and upon which they are waging & ro- 
lentiess warfare with all the ardor of their

Opposing Capt. Tillman as candidates for 
the Gubernatorial nomination are Gen. 
Jotin Bratton of Fairfiela and Col. Joseph 
H. Earle of Sumter. Gen. tton is a 
successful and well-to-do farmer. He was 
a SBrigadier-General in the Confed- 
erate Army. and made a brilliant 
war record. Col Earle is the Attorney-Gen- 
eralof the State, and a lawyer of marked 
ability. He also basa fine war record, hav- 
ing shouldered his. musket and voluntarily 
entered the army when but a youth.

His Types of Girth ood—Evelyn Hope, Pippa, 
Balaustion—James Lees Wife an Un- 
Comfortable Partner—A Forlorn Queen 
and Her Super-Sophisticated Cousin— 
Heroic Count Gismond — Shakspesre 
Alone Is Browning's Peer in the Know!l- 
odge of Women, 

No poet ever had more perfect opportunity 
to study woman’s character in its sweetest 
and noblest aspects than Mr. Browning, aud 
nowhere does this great artist show more 
consummate power or more delicate intuition 
than im his portraiture of women. Independ- 
ently of all mere conventional claim on our 
sympathy, relying by no means exclusively 
upon slender forms, taper fingers, ruby lips, 
or the like, Mr. Browning’s women step out 
of shadowlana into the atmosphere of breatu- 
ing humanity. They have their adorable 
perfectsons and imperfections; they are 
Jeminine to the very core. Each word-paint- 
ing of physical beauty has its spiritual coun- 
terpart in characters whose every outward 
trait bespeaks a corresponding moral quality. 

Studies of Girls. 


* pecially tender and charming are the 


poet’s studies of girlhood. They are not 
merely half-grown women, these fair maid- 
ens; we are not oppressed by the reflection 
that in a few short years they will insensibly 
become stereotyped replicas of commonplace 
humanity. They wear a perennial halo of 
golden youth, and the white blossoms in their 
garlands are immortal. They are buds that 
shall not, like the rose of the old moralist 
and divine, lose some of their leaves and 
all tneir beauty and fall into the portion of 
weeds and out-woro faces.“ 

Take, the portrait of Evelyn Hope as an in- 

stance: g F 
Sixteen years old when she died. 
We seem to have known her in her opening 
bloom, with soul so fair and true—“ that body 
and soul so pure and gay; though, as we 
now stand and watch by her side, nothing 
remains of her but the sweet white brow, 
and the cold hand wherein to lay love’s last 
token. Mr. Browning does not forget the 
young gold of that amber nair, nor the lips of 
geranium-red. He brings before us the 
startling contrast of breathing lite and icy 
death with painful sharpness. Side by side 
with the fixed and tranquil image of the 
child in her last sleep we have the warm, 
living girl in her flower-like beauty. 

Another girlish portrait of singular charm 
is Felippa, or Pippa, the little silk-winder of 
Asolo, the heroine of one of Mr. Browning’s 
most imaginative producuons. Nothing can 
be more forcible than the contrast between 
the girl’s shining innocence and the lurid 
fiashings of Ottima’s guilty ana fevered 
soul. Pippa’s day—her yearly holiday—is au 
idyl of picturesque beauty, wherein, truly 
she moved about “in words not realized. 
and sang her simple songs with voice attuned 
to purposes divine. We see her leap from 
her little bed before sunrise, tingling with 
delighted anticipation, with the year at the 
spring and the day at the dawn,” and we 
follow her through the memorabie exper- 
ences of that wonderful day to its close, 
when, weary with unwonted excitement, she 
hes down to rest with her pretty, wise re- 
fiections, and simple benedicwon of herself. 

Then we — love the Greek maiden, 
Balaustion, a creature of superb physique, 
who, despite all her talent and philosophy, is 
vet such a truly natural girl, as we see her 
sitting on the bank with four young girl 
friends whose rose lips are parted witb eager- 
ness to hear her adventure. An attractive 
picture, this, of lissome figures and white 
draperies, gracefully and carelessly grouped, 
relieved against.the dark blue background. 
There is a delicious touch of the Girton girl 
in “ Wild Pomegranate-fiower,”’ with her gift 
for recitation, her pretty audacity, and her 
expressed resolve to live and die Balaus- 
ion, a vow which meant precisely as much 
as such vows do in our modern days. 


But we must not linger over these buds of 
spring. Mr. Browning has given us less at- 
trective creations. James Lee’s Wife i 
we take it, quite the most uncomfortable an 
altogether impracticable specimen of an in- 
tellectuai woman uncongenially mated that 
ever challenged criticism. She is suffered to 
draw her own character with such uncom- 
promising veracity as to cause quite a shud- 
der in its contempiation, and in spite of all 
the fine things saidgf her by the Browning 
Society she remains a type of much that 
is essentially repelient and unsympathetic 
in woman. By her own showing she 
is introspective and hypersensitiv 
with a fatal idea of educating an 
reforming her husband, watching him close- 
iy, and analyzing his every action and mo- 
tive; and since these methods result in his 
naturally giving her less and less of his so- 
ciety, she indulges in seven cantos of walls.“ 
deplormmg everything in general—ine weath- 
er, the inconstancy of man, the unsatisfac- 
tory nature of amateur art-study, and the 
signal failure of marriage,in her own 
at least.

How altogether admirable is the insight 
with which Mr. Browning sets before us the 
disastrous resuits of inter nee on the part 
of such a woman with the actions and mani- 
festations of a sim straightforward nat- 
ure, such as that of Norbert the lover of 
Constance, one of those piain-spoken good 
fellows” so delightful to meet with, and who 
do so well when left to play their simple, 
manly partin their own way, without“ coach- 
ing.“ Constance acted on the dangerous the- 
ory that metnods are nothing and mo- 
tives everything, and she found out her 
mistake too late, or raiher sbe neyer 
did truly find it out, and would have acted in 
precisely the same way on the very next op- 
portunity, and been equally unpre for 
the logical sequence of events.

uced by Oliver Wendel: Holmes in a volume 
of his charming Breakfast Table series: 

To 
Constance’s inborn taste for calculation and 
circumlocution those invoived with her are 
sacrificed wholesale, with an energy and 
finality disconcerting alike to the victim and 
to the reader. 

A Noble Creation. 


What a different nature is that of th 
heroine in the m Count Gismond’’! Her 
name is withheld, but when she tells. her 
story to her friend she is the nappy wife of 
Gismond, the brave, loyal, trusting heroine 
of one of the most thrilling romances of 
medieval times, when the ordeal by duel 
was promptly resorted to with unflinching 
confidence. The story is one of breathless 
interest, a fine example of retrospective 
monologue, abounding, in dramatic pictures 
and situations. ‘he Countess describes her- 
self as an orphaned girl, descending the castle 
stairs on ber birthday morning, crowned 
with her rose-gariand as queen, to give the 
tourney prize away,” gay, confident, and joy- 
ous; on either band her treacherous cousins, 
falsely glancing sideways, conscious of the 
foul plot which was even now ripe for dis- 
closure. I thought they loved me,“ she says 
simply, in telling the tale. The scene is 
filled in by the troops of merry friends who 
kissed her cheek and called her “Q 
The streak of golden sunlight that pierced 
the canopy rested on her happy head. The 
moment is come to present the victor’s 
crown. Arrived at this pointin her narra- 
tive, she falters; the scene of horror comes 
back too vividiy, the old mist blinds 
her eyes, when, by a tine touch of 
dramatic power, she sees Gismond without at 
the gate, with his two boys. It is the mem- 
ory ot a gieam of the radiant present to re- 
heve the unutterable agony of that memory 
of the past. I can proceed,“ she says, and 

on to tell of the terrible denunciawon of 

uthier. Snetelishow she stood smitten 
to silence by tne awful disaster, and how 
Gismond strode through the affrighted throng 
as her true knight and defender, and dared 
the slanderer to single combat, which ended 
in the triumphant vindication of the gentle 
maiden, the dying Gauthier being dragged to 
her feet to gasp out his retraction in 
presence of all. en, in softer tones, she 
tells how Giemond, kneeling at her feet, 
asked her love in words which her heart 
holds safe, no one of which she will repeat 
to her friends; and how they two walked 
forth amid the shouting multitude, never- 
more to return, nevermore to part. A charm- 
ing touch of womanly softness is the excuse 
suggested by the injured giri for the hateful 
envy of her cousins, which bursts forth to 
blight her on that fatal birthday morning: 

O, I think the cause 

Of much was, they forgot no crowd 

Makes up for parents in their shroud! 
And anotber beautiful trait in her character 
is the absolute childlike faith with which she 
greets the appearance of Gismond on the 
scene as her defender. Look his face, 
she knew that she was saved, felt quite sure 
God had set himself to Satan, and without a 
minute’s mistrust joyfully waited the end. 

The Lady of the Portrait. 

A sadder picture is that of the hapless lady 
described by her husbano as last 
Duchess.” She is dead, and the Duke is ne- 
gotuating a second marriage. Her portrait 
hangs there on the wall, “looking as if she 
were alive,“ and her husband gives a slight 
sketch of ter character to the emissary of 
his new father-in-law elect. He conjures up 
the image of the ill-fated young wife, hand 
over to the mercies of so cruel atyrant. We 
see the “joy spot” so easily cailed forth 
on the pure cheek, the ready flush that 
dyed ite fairness at each lovely sight 
in nature, the quick, responsive smilie with 
which she acknowledged each trifling act o 
courtesy—smiles so sweet, so winning, as to 
incense the iron-htarted Duke. We note the 
earnest passion in the eves that look from 
yonder canvas so yearningly into our own, 
and we resent the arbi cruelty which 
had avowedly stopped ail smiles and chilled 
the warm young life into death. 


Peerless Among Moderna. 

We have briefly indicated a few of the 
slighter studies of women in Mr. Browning’s 
poems, each alike an individual creation of 
distinctive interest, each a gem of faithful 
and artistic workmansuip, testifying no less 
conspicuously to the mighty power of the 
master than do those more  impor- 
tant and mofe extended conceptions of 
female character with which it is obviously 
impossible to deal in asketch like the pres- 
ent. Now where, save alone in Shakspeare, 
have we found such extraordinary fertility 
of genius in the production of various types, 
of such power, of such vivid reality, of such 
inexhaustible freshness? Mr. Browning’s 
heroines stand before us, each with her dis- 
tinct attributes, surrounded by a halo of her 
own peculiar grace, one and all prociaiming 
this = writer as a subtle and conscious 

yehologist, seer-like in his marvelous 

nowledge of humanity.—Annie T. Ireland in 
the Woman's World.

LOVE MARRIAGES BY NO MEANS RARE 
IN THE MOTHER COUNTRY. 


The Queen Herse!f an Example—The 
Princess Louise of Wales Long in Love 
with the Earl of Fife—A Broken En- 
gagement Causes Greater Scandal than 
a Broken Marrlage— Breaking Down of 
Class Distinctions. | 

Virginia M. Crawford, the sister of Sir 
Charles Dilke and of Mrs. Ashton Dilke, 
writes as follows to the Philadelphia Press: 

Lonpon, June 26.—As 1 am generally cred- 
ited, and rightly, with the possession of ad- 
vanced views on political and social matters, 

I feel that I ought to confess at the outset 

that I am almost a conservative in matri- 

monial questions. I believe in marri as a 

fundameatal basis ot society; 1 believe in 

the desirability of ilove marriages, and leven 
venture to believe in the happiness of the 
great majority of unions entered into under 
the present much-abused marriage system. 
We have nolack in England—by way of 
example—of love marriages in the highest 
rank of life, where the temptations to the 
mariage de convenance are even greater 
than elsewhere. That Queen Victoria her- 
self married for love is an established nis- 
torical fact, and most of der daughters are 
supposed to have followed her example. But 
we need not 80 further back than last sea- 
son, when the marriage of Princess Louise 
of Wales to the Duke of Fife was cele- 
brated. It is an open secret that the 
young Princess haa been in love with 
the Earl for years, and for his sake had 
declined to entertain the proposals of any 
foreign royal suitor, and although in this 
case the pretensions of the detrimental were 

backed up by @ ducal coronet and $350,000 a 

year he was none the less a detrimental in 

the eyes of ‘several members of the royal 
family, who steadily opposed the match. But 


„the whole sympathies of the nation were on 


the side of the future Princess Royal, who 
nas willingly sacriticed a great part of her 
royal honors for the sake of the man she 
loves, and who may now be seen shopping in 
Bond street unattended or driving with her 
husband in happy téte-a-téte, much like any 
other young lady of her age. 
Faster than in France. 

The English law, unlike that of France, is 
not framed in such a way as to encourage 
mercenary unions. Parental consent with us 
is nota sine qua non, and although an irate 
father may disinherit his son or daughter he 
cannot legally prevent them from marrying 
whom they please. Even in cases where one 
or other of the contracting parties being under 
age, they have recourse to arunaway marriage 
ata registrar’s office, and make a false decia- 
ration of age in order to obviaté the necessity 
of producing the father’s consent, even then 
the parents redress is but a meaggr one. 
They can have thew rebeilious son or daugu- 
ter condemned toashortterm of imprison- 
ment for faise swearing, butin no case can 
the marriage be annuiled. On the other 
hand, aclass of titied aristocracy, backed up 
by the rights of primogeniture, is undoubt- 
edly a dizect incentive toward woridly mar- 
riages by creating a limited number of ex- 
ceptionaily, good “ pariis,” for whom ambi- 
tious mothers angle dexterously on behalf 
of their daughters, or, worse still, jor whom 
scheming damsels angle for themselves. 

In England a man almost invariably asks 
the gir) herself to marry him before appeal- 
ing to her father for. his consent. When 
once the engagemeat is an accomplished fact 
the Jovers are allowed ample opportunities 
for making each other’ further acquaint 
ance. The whole family codperate in giving 
them a wide berth, and they may spend hours 
every day alone in each other’s company, 
ei wer in the house or walking or riding to- 
gether, as the case maybe. Such liberty, 
| which would make a French mother’s hair 

stand on end, is perfectiy comme ii faut” 
in Eugland. The young couple eyen travel 
and pay Visits in each other’s company, tne 
fiancée accompanied oy her maid, if she 
should happen to be possessed of that ap- 
pendage, but oftener still quite without a 
chaperon. 

Sacreduness of Engagements. 

This freedom of social intercourse ought 
to be a good safeguard against girlsignorant- 
ly linking their fortunes with one whom it 
is impossible for them to love, were it not 
that to throw over the man she is engaged 
to is regarded by society as so unpardonabie 
acrime. It seems to be only pet dawning 
on people’s minds that a small scandal before 
marriage is preferabie to a big scandal after 
marriage. A charming novelist, Sir Henry 
Cunningham, whose delightful sketches of 
life in India are widely read, has just pub- 
lished a clever novel about London so- 
ciety, The 3 m which he 
makes the heroine, livia, deliberately 
jilt the rich young man to whom 
she is betrothed. His view is that society 
ought to help a girl out of the wretched di- 
lemma in which she is placed, when she dis- 
covers that her engagement is a mistake, in- 
stead of rendering it, as at present, almost 
impossible to retrieve a faise step before it 
is too late. I am bound to say that, while 
strongly deprecating rash and hasty be- 
trothais, 1 feel at sympathy for Sir 
Henry's view, which, if generally adopted, 
might be the means of averting many a 
domestic tragedy. The time of engagement 
ought to be a period of mutual probation, 
and marriage should only ensue if the ex- 

_ periment hus been so far satisfactory to both 
parties. 

Considering how rien a country England 
is, it is extraordinary how poor most English 
women are—I mean, in their own right. In 
France hardly a peasant girl marries without 
a dot; here, even well-to-do fathers seem to 
expect to marry off their daughters without 
giving them a penny. This is principally the 
result of the time-honored English custom of 
Making an eldest son—a process which is 
mainly accomplished at the expense of the 
young man’s sisters. From the purely senti- 
mental poiat of view, it is no doubt gratify- 
ing to a girl to be selected entirely for 
what she is, and not for what she 
brings, but I fancy that after marriage the 
gratification soon fades away before the prac- 
tical necessity of asking her husband for 
every shilling she requires. To me, as an ar- 
dent believer in womano’s rights and wom- 
an’s independence, the idea is quite odious, 
and it seems to me a little short of monstrous 
that a rich man who, in dying, bequeaths 
say £40,000 to each of his sons, should con- 
sider his daughters amply provided for with 
£10,000 apiece. Fortunately, in this as in 
many other things, public opinion is under- 
going a change, and I trust that before many 
years have passed an equal division of prop- 
erty between brothers and sisters alize will 
become the rule instead of being the rare ex- 
ception. 

Triumphant Democracy. 

Another point in recent social development 
which bears favorably on the marriage ques- 
tion in Engiand is the rapid breaking down 
of class distinctions and tne consequent ex- 
tension of the tield of possible matrimoniai 
choice. The aristocracy and the county 
families inter-marry freely nowadays with 
the professional and upper middle classes. 
Thus, only a few weeks the eidest 
daughter of the Eari of Carlisle, Lady Mary 
Howard, bestowed her hand and heart on 
Prof. Murray, the clever young Greek 
professor at Glasgow University. Such a 
union some twenty or thirty years 
would have been ed as a positive mes- 
alliance, but nowadays it is sensibly accepted 
us 2 suitable matrimonial arrange- 
men 

Some discussion has recently taken place 
as to the proper age at which girls shoula 
marry. One of the weekly journuls request- 
ed its readers to state what in their opinion 
was the best marrying age, and of ail the 
answers received the vast majority fixed on 
25 as the most surtable age, while none men- 
tioned a figure lowér than 21. As I

The Procession. 

„Leading the procession came a mourning 
coach in black ana silver, the hamwer-cloth 
elaborately embroidered in silver, and the 
coachman and footman in black and white 

veries with cocked hats. After this fol- 

wed a platform on which stood the funeral 
casket, re beneath a dome supported 
four pillars. It was drawn by six milk-whi 
horses, tneir manes braided with biack cords 
and their rich housings of heavy white silk 
and cloth of ‘silver reaching nearly to the 
ground. The platform and dome were covered 
also with white silk and cloth of silver, rich 
hangings falling from each pillar; and at the 
four points where they supported the dome 
was a tall black plume. A white pall, heavy 
wich silver embroideries, covered the casket. 
Immediately after this funeral bier, and 
waiking four abreast, were two men and 
two women. The prominent figure was that 
of a majestic woman, having on 
her right a distinguished looking map 
of middle and on ber left 
a young man in evening dress. Both 
of the men were uncovered. On the 
right of the older man was another 
woman. Both the women were clad 
in rich mourning robes with very long 
trains, and their crépe veils, draped from 
the crowns of their bonnets, dragged after 
their trains, both being weighted with the 
moisture of the damp street. After them 
followed ata slight distance about 200 men 
and women, not walking in line, as is our 
custom, but an indiscriminate crowd of 
friends and relatives, as one sees in funeral 
processions in Paris. Behind the pedestrians 
were fitteen empty white coaches with white 
hammer-cioths and coachmen and footmen 
in white liveries. These were arawn by 
white horses. The first,1 should say, was 
laden with flowers. a 

At the church. 

“We found a large congregation awaiting 
the arrival of fhe body. The church was 
ablaze with innumerable wax candles burn- 
ing in chandeliers, candelabras, and wall 
brackets, though it was broad daylight. 
Under the great dome in the center of the 
church was erected a catafaique about fifteen 
feet high, which had the effect of being sur- 
mounted with a coffin covered with a white 
— At the base and on a line with the 

oor was a small square door, and through it 
was shoved the casket when it was brought 
into the church, and the’ door was closed. 
This structure was pyramidai in form, and 
covered with a bewildering and exquisite ar- 
rangement of growing plants, cut flow- 
ers, lights, and draperies of white and 
silver, while at each of the four corners a 
large brazier burned with an intense green 
flame. A priest in full canonicals, assisted 
by two others in white robes; conducted the 
services. The voice of the principal cele- 
brant was something phenomenai. It was 
Uke the bellowimg of a buli in its depth and 
resonance, but so thoroughiy well managed 
in its inflecuons as to be agreeabie and musi- 
cal withal. The choir, allof men, as is cus- 
tomary in Greek and Russo-Greek churches, 
responded in sweetest soulful tones, the von- 
trast reminding one alternately of the wail- 
ing of the bereaved on earth and the rejoic- 
ing of the redeemed in Paradise. The de 
scription of the service would be that of the 
formula of the Russian church on like occa- 
sions. I will not dwell upon it. 

“The day was mild. The countless lights 
in the church, together with the crowded 
congregation, made the heat almost unbeara- 
bie. In addition to this, the custom of hav- 
ing no seats in Greek churches, where the 
people stand often for three hours during tne 
worship, made the fatigue as weil as the 
beauty of it all something to remember. We 
came away leaving the casket containing 
the body of the young girl amid the tiowersand 
lights with which love had surrounded her, 
feeling that her freed spirit was now, as we 
trus satisfied—that the longings and 
yearnings she had not realized; the reach- 
ings after the unattainable to which the flesh 
was not equal, the problem of life which we 
had been told she had so early essayed to 
master, the cravings for the beautiful which 
seemed ever to elude, were now things seen 
and underswod.”’ a
